S/Battory, Victoria, who is leaving the 
limits, has his namo removed from tlie list 
of ollioers. E. A. Praeger has been ap- 
pointed lieutenant of tho Nauaimo Infantry 
Company, I'lVc lUchardaon, retired. 

Tlio exports for March show an increase 
of $722,000, and for the nine months of the 
year, §11,750,000. The imports increased 
during March over a million and a half. 
Tho duty cnllccted during tho nine months 
showed a falling off of two millions and a 
half.

Archbishop Duhamel and Father JIo- 
Ouicken, of Ottawa, will attend a groat 
meeting of Roman Catholic Indians of Brit- 
ish Columbia, at Kamloopg, early in Juno. 

Me'asrs. Earle and Prior saw Sir John 
Thompson, to-day, and urged payment to 
the I'rovincial Govemmont of the amount 
owing on account ot tho Esquimalt graving 
dock. 

. In the Houae of Commons the Atlantic 
modm vtveiidi bill was strongly opposed by 
the Grits, on the ground that it would give 
too much power to the (jovcrnmont. They 
insisted that the Guvoniment should ask 
Parliament annually for authority to issue 
liceusca. 

There was a big fight on the immigration 
vote. Tho Opposition trotted out tho old 
»tnry about i\n exodus, and wrangled for 
six hours. Tho appropriation was not 
passed. 

The Governor-General transmitted to Par- 
liament, to-day, the reply ot the Imperial 
Governmentr-to the Canadian request for 
tlia abrogation of the Favored Nation 
clauses in treaties with the German Zol- 
verein and Belgium. It says Her Majesty's 
Government would not contest the state- 
ment iu the Canadian address, that fixing 
tho rates of customs duty by self-governing 
colonies, when applied fully to all nations, 
is their incontestable right, Init the state- 
ment implies the right to discriminate 
against the motlier country or in favor of 
particular colonies. Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment points out that this claim is too 
broad. No such general right has hitherto 
been recognized. The reply further states 
that tlie denunci».tion of the two treaties 
mentioned would not cotifer the freedom in 
fiscal matters the Dominion desires. In 
order to acquire this, it would bo necessary 
to revise very extensively the existing com- 
mercial treaties of the British Empire, and 
a great break-up of existing commercial re- 
lations would result. For these and other 
reasons the Qovernmont cannot advise the 
denuneiation of the treaties. 

[The above was only received yesterday, 
though filed the day previous at Ottawa.] 

Ottawa, April 23.— Tho export of agri- 
cultural products was seven millions ahead 
of last year.

— Secretary Tracy 
said this afternoon that he had given orders 
to the U. S. vessels in Pngct Sound, the 
Adams and Mohican, to coal at Seattle. 
The people of Seattle liave coniplaiiicd tlmt 
the U. S. naval vessels in tliese waters buy 
their coal at Victoria, Vancouror and other 
liritish ports. 

The l/llicrals In SIcvIco. 

City of Mf.xico, April 23, — ^Xhe commit- 
tee appointed to prepare a manifesto to tho 
Liberal party will report to-day. The prin- 
cipal feature of tlie platform will be the in- 
troduction of economies in all branches of 
tho Government, especially in the War Do- 
partipent; the abolition of interior custom 
houses, as directed by the late economical 
Congress ; a reduction of the customs tariff, 
in order to promote commercial interoourso 
with foreign nations ; tho adoption of ju- 
diciary reforms, extending tho terms of tho 
magistracy, if possible, |to life tenure ; the 
creation of the oflice of Vice-President, in 
order to avoid coni])llcalinn3 in case of ab- 
solute disability or absence of the President; 
and reform of the press laws, granting more 
liberty without licepso and subjecting jour- 
nalists to the common law. This is tho 
first time in the history of Mexico that tho 
so-called Liberals have announced a plat- 
form, 

Chinese i:x<-io8lon. 

Washington, April 23. — Tho Senate 
used up the wliolo day in further debate on 
the Chinese bill without any conclusion. 
An agreement was reached to close tho gen- 
eral debate on this subject at 4 p. m. on 
Monday. Tho bill will then bo open to 
amendment and may consume still an- 
other day. 

Xot Forced 10 Curry Arms. 

Seattle, April 23.— The local inspectors 
of steam vessels have received notice from 
Captain Lubbock, supervising inspector at 
San Francisco, that the law requiring every 
vessel to carry a gun to be fired in case of 
accident, bus been repiealed'as far as its pro- 
visions related to steamers on inland waters. 
This law was not enforced on the Sound for 
a long time, the local inspectors holding 
that there was nothing to be gained by 
forcing steamers, otlier than ocean going, to 
comply with it, as a boat in distress could 
always make shore easily, or in case she got 
crippled and could not make shore sh , could 
give a signal with her whistle that would 
answer just as well as a gun. But a short 
timo ago they were ordered to enforce the 
law strictly. 

The laHurancc Consplrncy. 

Skattlk, April 23. — At the inquest held 
on tho remains found in the smouldering 
ruins of RadlofiTs bouse, Kostranoh made a 
full confession of tho plot, and the means 

taken by himself and Radloff to carry it 
into execution. Mrs. lladlofT denied all 
knowledge of any conspiracy, but, after the 
inquest, she and Radloll' were arrested on a 
charge of arson, at tho instance of the in- 
surance companies.

LivEUMoRE, Cal., April 23. — Last night 
an ox-convict, known as "Spanish Jim," 
assaulted a young man named Sanderson, 
in a saloon. Marshal Taylor attempted to 
arrest tho former, when lie drew a large 
revolver, covered tho marshal, and backed 
out of the saloon, followed by tho latter, 
who had by this time also drawn his re- 
volver. l!y this time Constable Fitzgerald, 
who had been apprised of the state of 
affairs, appeared on the scene v.'itli a Win- 
chester rille, and ordered "Jim" to throw 
up his hands. Tlic odds being against bini, 
he (julckly surrendered. He was looked up 
without further trouble.

Favktte, Mo., April 22. — Another sale of 
negro vagabonds, three men and one woman, 
was held to-day. Ono man sold for $7 for 

sixty days' work, two others for 8' for 
thirty days' work, and the woman for S12 
for two months' laljor. The sale was on tin 
block. 

St. Loris, April 22. — A coniinittco ap 
pointed at a recent meeting of colored peo- 
ple, held to take action regarding the Tox- 
arkana and other lynchings, has issued an 
appeal to "the colored people of the United 
States and friends," re(|iiesting them to sjt 
aside the 31st day of jNIay next, as a day of 
humiliation, fasting and praying. Tho ap- 
peal is signed by leading colored and white 
n.on in the country. 

Good CronniU for Dlvoree. 

^ACOMA, April 22 Floyd E. Bolton was 

to-day divorced from bis wife Grace, on the 
grounds of coercion and Intimidation on the 
part of his father-in-law, .L P. Hall, of 
Clear Lake, Iowa. Hall is a Southerner, 
and ill considered a bad man with a gun. 
He accused .'jolton, who is the son of a 
wealthy stock raiser, of intimacy with his 
daughter, and at the point of a forty- 
four-calibor revolver, compellod him 
to marry (Jrace. 'I'licn he told liolton 
tliat ho would blow his brains out 
if ho dill not live with his wife. Bolton al 
leges that they lived a cat and dog life, and 
he lied to Washington at, the first favorable 
opportunity. It is said that Hall, who is a 
hotel-keeper,,promised to ' come here and 
kill Bolton when he learned that hie had 
begun an action for divorce. . " Bolton would 
not, if ho could help it,; give Hi^l. a chance 
to shoot, believing him to be a thoroughly 
bad man.

London, April 2,'i. — Tlio storm which Mr. 
Gladstone has raised by his pamphlet 
against woman sufTrage is not likely to abate. 
The woman suffrage movement in Great- 
Britain has powerful iufiuenccs, both finan- 
cial and social, supporting it, and these in- 
lluences have, heretofore, been given to the 
cause of the Liberal party. Some leading 
Liberals do not hesitate to say that their 
veteran chief has made a serious blunder. 
They think, indeed, that it would have been 
much better for him to have left the subject 
alone and allowed tho Government majority 
to vote down tho issue when raised. 

ANAIICIIIS.M IN ENGLAND. 

The Anarchists are gettinsjo be as bold 
in London as they were in Chicago, a few ' 

years ugo, and their vaporings might have 
resulted before long in a murderous out- 
break. Since the arrest of Mowbray and 
bis editor there has been no further trouble, 
and the anarchists are very quiet. 

BOW AlIONO TirE IRISH. 

The row in the Irish Purliameutary party 
is getting lively, all denial not witlistanding. 
Timothy Hcaly is trying to get John Dillon 
out of the way so far aa tho leadership is 
concerned, so that he may have no rival for 
tho command. John Dillon objects to 
Hoaly's methods, although not urging liia 
own promotion. Mciiutiiiie the ParnoUites 
are looking with interest at this new phase 
of tho situation, and are refraining from 
any part of tho quarrel.

Tho call 
is intended to nil who earnest- 
ly favor tho immediate restora- 
tion of free bi-metallic coins in the 
United States, and each Congressman dis-, 
trict is requested to send two.- - delegates^*- 
and each state and territory to send two 
additional delegates, each territory to send 
two additional delegates at large. The 
Farmers' Alliance, organization, the State 
Grangers, Patrons of Husbandry, Knights 
of Labor, and all other industrial organiz- 
ations favorable to the 'free coinage of 
silver, are also invited to send one delegate 
for each local organisation.

The session of tho Legislature that cloaeil, 
; yesterday, was one of more than usual 
importance. Tho work done will, wu hope 
and believe, afifeot {he Froviace beneficially 
for many a long year to come. The Act to 
encourage the Deep Sea Fislieries of British 
Columbia ia one of tlio moat importuut 
measures ever passed by tho Legislature of 
the Province, and will, if carried into 
ofifect, be the most- far-reaching in its 
results. Ife will aid in the establish- 
ment of a great industry, and be 
the means of making pirts of the 
island and mainland which are now un- 
inhabited and unproductive, tho homes of 
an industrious population engaged in a 
business which will not only yield them a 
comfortable livelihood, but will quicken the 
pulse of trade in both town and country. 
It ia impossible to over-estimate the beneQts 
which this law, if it once goes into aucceaa- 
ful operation, will confer on the people of 
British Columbia. 

The difforent railway Acts to which the 
Lieut.-Governor gave his assent are calcu- 
lated to greatly aid in the development of the 
rcEourees of tho country. The construction of 
the Canadian Weatern or the Canadian 
Northern will mark a new and a. prosperous 
era in the history of tho province. It is 
, simply impoBsible for the raoRt sagacious 
and farsighted to foresee the consequences 
which will certainly follow the opening up 
of a region of immense possibilities and con- 
necting that region with the great railway 
systema east of tho Roeky Mountains. If 
either of the companies succeeds in carrying 
put its projected enterprise the beneiicial 
pfTect will be felt not only in this province 
but throughout the whole Dominion. The 
oroviaion made for tho extension of the 
^laiuland lino to the lalund -,vill be found to 
Je of the utmost importunco to Victoria. 
Ct is now Been that this ciDy's being tho 
nearest aca port to the Pacific, gives it un 
dvuntttge which cannot fail in lime to make 
t one of the greatest maritime cities of the 
iontiucnt.

may have been the willing tools of moro 
crafty men, but it ia quite certain that they 
were not champions of the freedom of the 
press. Their attempt to eatabliah their 
right to do wrong, will nob raise 
them in the estimation of right-think- 
ing men. That they did wrong in traduc- 
ing and misrepresenting the men wliom 
they denounced, uo ono can deny — indeed, 
no ono attempts to deny. 'Whether the 
Legislative Aaseinbiy has or has not tho 
power to call them to account, and to 
punish them, makes no difference in tho 
moral aspect of their case. Neither will 
tho decision cither way be of much conao- 
quouco to tho community. 

If Parliaments have tho power to punish 
those who malign their menihors luid treat 
them with contempt, it is quite certain that 
in these days they very seldom exercise 
that power. The widest range of criticism 
is permitted to the press, and it ia left 
protty nmeh to the good sense and good 
taate of editors what they s,iy of tho pailia- 
mentary bodiee of tho different countries. 
And it is but just to editors, and others con- 
nected with the p^ess, to say that they very 
seldom go beyond the bounds of decency and 
moderation, \yhcn they become violent 
and abusive, Parliaments, as a rule, leave 
their correction to public opinion, which 
generally does tho work very ell'eetively. 

It is said that a caso is to be submitted to 
tlio judges in order to find what authority tho 
Provincial Assembly has in such oases as 
that for which the Meaars. Kennedy have 
been called to aoeoiint. We must say that 
we do not attach muuli inipurtiuice to this 
reference to the judges. Press prosceutiona 
are not in accordance with British public 
opinion or with the spirit of tho age, and 
it ia not likely that, whatever Snay be the 
decision of tho judges, the practice of our 
little Provincial Parliament in such 
matters will dill'er much from that 
of the big ^Parliaments of larger 
countries. The press in these days haa 
very much more to fear from the wont of 
principle and the want of moderation of 
those who wield its influence than from the 
power of Parliaments or the " Czarism " of 
of Governments.

PROGRESS IN THE SOUTH. 

The progress which tho Sout.liern States 
havo made since slavery was abolished in 
tho Uni.ted States has been astonishing. 
Previous to the Civil war those states were 
almost purely agricultural. They had no 
manufactures to speak of, and their com- 
merce was only such as was required to sup- 
ply tho needs of an agricultural com- 
munity. 

Society was composed chiefly of two 
claasca, tho slaves and their masters, ^lan- 
ual labor in those states in those days was 
degrading. As neorly all that kind of 
labor was done by slaves, the white men 
who worked with their hands were not re- 
cognized as belonging to the dominant class. 
They were called "white trash " by both 
tho slave-owners and their slaves, and no 
one, either blaok or white,- attempted to 
conceal the contempt he felt for them. 
But all that is changed since slavery has 
been abolished. Manual labor ia no longer 
regarded in the Southern States as beneath 
the dignity of a white man. Tho conse- 
quence is, industries of all kinds, agriuulturo 
as well as the rest, have received an im- 
petus since the war, which is becoming more 
and more powerful us time advances. Tho 
South ia in manufacturea and in commerce 
becoming the rival of tlie North. In an ad- 
dress recently delivered liy Mr. Carrol D. 
Wright. United States Commissioner 
of Labor, be gave some figures which will be 
read with pleasure and surprise by the friends 
of freedom everywhere. These are some of 
them, as (|uoted in a recent number of the 
Now York Herald : 

" In ten years- from 1880 to' 1890— cot- 
ton mills increased in number from a hun- 
dred and sixty-one to three hundred and 
thirty-four, spindles from a half million to 
two millions and the value of products from 
sixteen to fifty-four million dollars. Dur- 
ing the same period the capital invested in 
woollen manufactures increased from four 
to ten millions. 

"In ISSO the banking capital of tho South 
was ninety-two million dollarb; in ISOO it 
waa a hundreil and seventy-one millions. 
The total capital invested in manufactures 
and establishments of all kinds rose from a 
hundred and seventy-nine millions in 1880 
to five hundred and fifty-one millions in 
1890." 

If the South continues to advance at this 
rate it will, before very long, becoino a per- 
fect hive of industry and will bo a wonder- 
fully rich region. It has immense resources, 
and the climatic condition.-i are favorable. 



A "FUTILIST." 



Tho Vancouver Newa-Advertisor oom- 
plaiiia tliat land has been given to the com- 
pany which builds tho railway through tlio 
Northern section of tho Island. It. trios to 
create the impression that the land granted 
along the line of railway is all good, and 
that what tho company gets is lost to the 
province. Its whole article is grossly de- 
ceptive. Tho land granted is not all good. 
It la hard to aay what proportion of tho 
land that runs through a mountainous coun- 
try can be made use of for any purpose. It 
is, however, safe to say that the figures of 
the grant do not represent, with any thing- 
like correctness, tho extent of the urea 
which will bring in a retirn to the oompanj 
in any sliape. Fourteen millions of acres 
sounds largo, and sound is tho only thing 
that the Advertiser regards as of conse- 
quence in most of its discussions. But how 
many of tlieae fourteen millions of acres will 
bo of any uao to tho company, neitlier tho 
Advertiser nor any other of the growlers 
has the sliahteat idea. 

The land given to the company will not 
be lost to tho country. ' In. the first place it 
will get for it a railroad, which will make 
acce.saiblc an cx'teiisivo region which, with- 
out it, would 1)0 wholly unproductive. In 
the next place, the Company, in its own in- 
terest, will have to sell the land to farmers 



and others, who will not only pay taxes on 
it, but will be revenue producing in other 
ways. In fact, the interest of tho Company 
in tho land will be noceasarily limited and 
temporary, while it will bo all under the 
jurisdiction of the Government and available 
for its use for all time. If the Company 
can be induced by tho grant of land, largo 
aa it is, to build tho road, tho province, in 
our opinion, will have by far the best of the 
bargain. , ' 

Perhaps the Vancouver solon will " inform 
the people of this proyihoe ho^w thoy are to 
get roads built through the rough and un- 
settled parts of this province, if they do not 
oncourugu their construction by grants of 
land. Tho province has no money 
with which to subsidize, ' railroads. 
It would be most', unwise to bur- 
den the future revenue with guaran. 
tees for railroads, many of which 
would, no doubt, bo built aa thoy 
have beeu in tho Argentine Republic, 
principally with the view of securing the 
guarantee. All that the province has to 
give the railroad builders is some of tho 
laud. 

Of course, it would be better to get tho 
roads built for nothing, but in new coun- 
tries, whoso reaourcQS aro undeveloped, 
roads are not built in that way. The 
people have dooided, and very properly, 
too, that the roads are of more use to them 
than the land given to encourage their con- 
struction. Giving away the land may 
cause aomo inconvenience, but to lie without 
the roada would bo infinitely more incon- 
venient. They havo counted tho cost, and 
arc willing to pay the price, and we are 
pretty sure that the rival economists of 
Vancouver and Westminster cannot con- 
vince them that they have come to an un- 
wise conclusion.

John' Gbant speaking, no doubt, for 
a largo number of persona who are interest- 
ed in the development and progress of tho 
Kootcnay diatriot, on Saturday afternoon 
asli,ed the Premier "If the Dominion House 
of Commons refuse to grant a charter dur- 
ing thi'6 session to tho Nelson ct Port Shop- 
part rail'vay company, will thij Government 
protect tho rights conferred upon said com- 
pany by thiii Legislature during the present 
sitting of the House ? " 

Tho Premier replied " Certainly. Tho 
Government will in every way protect the 
rights of the company as granted under the 
charter." 

Thia ia satisfactory. Tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment will, no doubt, carry out in its in- 
tegrity all that the Legislature haa given to 
the Nelson and Fort Sheppard railway com- 
pany. To do otherwise would bo to break 
faith with that company, and tho Govern- 
ment has never given any one reason to be- 
lieve that it is not ready to carry out its 
engagements to the letter.

In now taking leave of you, I deairo to assure 



you of my best wishes tor your welfare ; and I 
coiigratulato you upon retiring from tho 
arduous labors of a protracted Session with a 
consciousness of having, at great personal 
Baerlflee, rendered valuable service to your 
country. 

The Governor and his staff tlien retired, 
and tho House adjourned, upon motion of 
tho Premier.

Of the largo 
amount of our securities returned from 
Europe, a very conaiderablo part was sent 
as tho result of apprehension tliat thoy 
might become payable in depreciated sslvei 
and fiom fear that tlie prosperity of tho 
Jnited States might be seriously retarded 
by tlie threatened insane policy of uncon- 
ditional free coinage. Now, tliut Europe 
sees a reasonable asjurance that this danger 
has been averted, it is rousonable to expect 
a return of the demand for our investments 
which has been witliheld for twelve or 
eighteen months. The creation of home 
enterprises in Great Britain and Germany 
has almost ceased, and it is to bo expected 
that in both countries there will bo a 
disposition to put the current earnings of 
the people into the issues of other countries. 
Already buoh a tendency is very ttpparent, 
in the case of England. 

" The money market has settled into a 
condition of ease that is not likely to bo 
disturbed tmtU next August. There are 
reasous for supposing that tho ease may eon- 
tinuo well into or through tho fall mouths; 
for the accumulation of money in the banks 
is unuHinilly largo, wdiile the oiuago of 
silver keeps up a constantly increasing in- 
flation of tbe currreucy, and tho lowncss of 
prices reduces the requirements of money. 
At the same titne, the railroad interest is 
getting into a more consolidated and har- 
monious condition, its weak spots are being 
repaired — though in some cases with " un- 
tenipered mortar" — and its revenues are 
steadily increasing. We look for a rise of 
prices in good securities generally. It 
would seem likely that the condition of the 
European money markets may also foster a 
renewal of speculation. The umount of 
.-pecio in the six great national banks aver- 
ages 8 per cent above the amount held a 
year ago, and thn rate for money in the 
open market at London is 1 to 1| per cent, 
at Berlin and Paris l.^iicr ciinl and at 
Frankfort 1-] per cent. These facts forecast 
some sort of eirort to find employment for 
money, even though it be nothing more 
than "swapping iiennics." In view of the 
forcmentioned considerations, wo regard 
tho present situation as favorablo to tho 
buying of good active stocks."

An abuse that tends to tho injury of 
brain workers is uxccssivo eating. A 
writer in thu Medical Mirror recall.") to 
mind several active liraiii workers who 
suddenly broke down, and fancied that it 
was duo to brain fatigue, when, aa 
matter of fact, it was duo to ovorstulBng 
of their stomachs. 'I'ho fannice coimcolod 
with tiietital niachinory bucnniu clogged 
tip with ashes and carbon in various 
shiipes and forni.s, and as i\ result diseasu 
caino, and before tho cases wero fully 
appreciated, a demoralized condition of 
the iie^qus systems was manifested, and 
thoy laid tho flattering unction to their 
souls that tlioy bad iiidulg d in mental 
overwork. Hard work, mental or pliy- 
sical, rarely kills. If a mild nniount of phy 
sical exercise bo taken, and a judi- 
cious aniuiint of food bo furnished, 
tlio bowels kept open in tho 
pro])cr manner, tho surface pro 
tcctud with proper clothing, and 
tho individual cultivates a philoso 
phical nature and absolutely resolves to 
licrmit nothing to annoy or fret liiin, tho 
cliances are that ho can do an almost un 
limited amount of w(u-k for an inilelinito 
length of time, bearing in luiiid alwayt. 
when weariness comes he must rest, and 
not take stimulants and work upon false 
capital. 'Tho tired, worn-out slave 
should not bo scourged to additional 
labor. L'ndor such stimulus tho slavo 
may do the task, but lio .soon becomes 
cri[)plod and unlit for work. T!io secret of 
successful work lios iii tho direction of 
selecting good, nutritions, digcatiblo food, 
taken in proper cjuantitios, tho adoptin 
of regular metliod.s of work, tiie rule of 
resting when pronounced fatigue presents 
itself, doterniining absolutely not t(3 per 
init friction, worry, or fretting to enter 
into his life, and tho cultivation of tho 
Christian gracea^cliarity, patienco and 
pliiloaophy.

THE EB70LT IN YENEZUELA.

(Harper's Weekly.) 
Voncztiolii, ,South America's nortliern- 
moat repubiio, is again tho tliuatrc of n 
revolution, that soeiningly chronic condi- 
tion of tho Latin-Americun states — from 
tho view point of collectivencBS — that eq 
/-seriously militates against their highest 
; idevelopmont. 

■ <• Witli thoin, unfortunately, ;\ Presidon- 
-."tial election camiot take place peaceably, 
and thus bo !\llowed to resolve itself into 
an oxpi'ession of tiio people's choice. Its 
result is oftener apt to bo instead tho 
manifestation of might ; for the man in 
power, desiring to coutinae in power, 
either in propria persona or through a 
proxy, rarely fails tif attain his ends by 
adopting such measures and means, as 
tho suppression of hostile nowsiiapora, tho 
banishment front the country frnni other 
candidates, the inipriaonnicnt of party 
leiidors or other influential persons not 
favorable to his cause, and various other 
oppressive methods, that uro abundantly 
calculated to stifle all opposition. If 
they do not accomplish that purpose, they 
plunf;o the country into a revolution, 
which almost invariably ends in the down- 
fall of the tyrant, dictator, usurjier, or 
whatever term may have been cspeciallj' 
i'.eulled for him from the vindictive voca- 
•f bulary of his enemies. Tho people, al- 
.'iiready hot-tempered and now driven to 
- desperation, rush madly on to avenge 
their wrongs, and knowing that no mercy, 
or even clemency, awaits them if unsuc- 
cessful in their resort to arms, li!,'ht with 
a vim aiid valor that caimut know defeat. 
Tho vanquished President if lie be not 
captured and butchered by his earai,'ed 
countrymen, seeks safety in flight or, 
failing that, commits suicide. 

It is the same okl story with "Venezuela 
as regards to the unfortunate condition 
in which slio liiuls herself to-day. J ler 
Constitiitinii states nnei[uiv(ically that 
tho President is imt eliirible for re-elec- 
tion excejjt after one terai or more shall 
have intervened between his incumbency 
•of the Chief Magistracy of the nation and 
his candidacy for another term. Dr. Rai- 
mundo Andneza Palacio, the present 
President, came to the conclusiun early 
in his adininistratiou that two years ivould 
not be sullicieiit for liiui in lii.s exalted ata- 
ticju. IJa, tlierefiire, sot to worl; to make 
it possible to retain tiie reins of froverii- 
.mcnt after his term should have ex[)ii'ed. 
Ho sou^j'ht to have the Constitution 
amended so that tho President should not 
only bo olif;iblo to re election immediate- 
ly after coinpletiiif; his term, hut that he 
siiould hold ollice four years instead of 
two. 

The proposition was favorably received 
by the country, ljut the hitch came wlion 
tho President wanted tho amended Con- 
stitution put in force immediately. The 
people, as represented by the majority of 
members in both Houses of Congress, 
held that tho amendment should not take 
effect except witii the begmnint; of tlio 
next administration. Tliia did not suit 
Andue/.a, inasmuch as tho next adminia- 
tration would not be his if tho old Con- 
stitution wore to bo continued in force to 
the end of his term, wherefore the object 
he had in view in seeking tho amend- 
ment would be forever lost to him. Ho 
therefore sought by every moans in hia 
power to f>et the ameiulnieiit put in force 
immediately, and ;lio contest thus arising 
continued steadily from day to day and 
week to week. It reached a crisis on 
' February 20th last, when, according to 
law. Congress was to meet. Palacio, 
aware that his friends and supporters in 
both Houses were in tho minority, 
thought to compel tiie fuUilment of his 
designs by instructing tliem to absent 
themaelves from the (Jjjening session, thus 
making it impossible to have a quorum, 
and therefore preventing the transaction 
of any business whatever. Tho dead-lnck 
continued without any signs of being 
broken, and the people in Caracas, the 
capital, as well as in the other cities and 
towns to which tho news s]iread, grew 
greatly excited. At lengtli the majority 
hold a meeting of indigiiation, and, as a 
result, issued a manifesto to tho country 
denouncing tho President as a tyrant and 
usurper, and declaring thoy had dissolved 
Congress. 

This deoiaivo and revolutionary action 
was taken early last month. It lired the 



whole country as a flaming torch applied 
to tho ready wood-pile, and in tho twink- 
ling of an eye tho people wore up in arms 
not figuratively, but actually, against tho 
scheming ruler. He, on the other hand, 
did not remain inactiv'o, but boldly set 
his sails for the coming storm. Ho sent 
Ilia minions right and loft into tho ranks 
of tho opiiosition, or Logalistas, as thoy 
called themaelves, bo reason of their 
stand ill favor of the law, and Imd them 
thrown into ])rison. Not even the person 
of a judge of tho Corto do Casacicni, tiie 
highest court in the land, or that of the 
clerk of the court was safe from their 
grasp, for both of these high officials were 
ignominiously arrested and ■ locked up. 
Their amfixr(.t jiromptly i)aHscd a resolu- 
tion, for which they claimed the sanci;ion 
of the law, dissolving the couit, and, as 
in the case of tlie Congressional niajurity, 
denuuiiciiig the President as a usurper of 
extraordinary rights in violation of tho 
Constitution, and contrary to tho laws 
which ho had pledged himself to respect 
and enforce. Thus Venezuela found lier- 
self without a Congress, without a C(nirt 
of Appeals, and presently tliu Supreme 
Court also could no longer perform its 
functions. All authority was tlierefore 
tbrowu into Palacio'a lianda, and he found 
himself, as he continues to be at tliis 
time, an absolute Dictator. 

There can in tho nature of things bo no 
relief to the situation except such as ojily 
tho force of arms can furnish. Palacio is 
well intrenched in power, and is fully 
prepared for the struggle wliich mouths 
ago even be could not hell) but fear 
would follow a deteruiinatiiui on Ilia part 
to ciiiitiiiuo at all hazards in ollico, anil, 
prompted by his inordinato ambition and 
creed, will undoubtedly not yield except 
to superior f(Mce. The oppo.sition, on 
the other hand, has exhausted every 
peaceable moans at their disposal, and 
nothing is left to them now but the re- 
sort to anna. There is abundant testi- 
mony to the ellect that they li.ave taken 
tliat alternative, but, despite many rumors, 
it is not yet fully apparent that they have 
met in battle, or that blood has yet 
flowed for or against thq cause of the 
"Continuismo," 

The leaders of the opposition in the 
Senate were Doctor Munoz Tobar and 
Doctor Bustamente. Tho incarnation of 
tho revolution to-day is General .foiiquin 
Crespo. He was also in the .Sanate when 
the conflict was precipitated, but was de- 
barred by lack of oratorical'and like abil- 
ities from taking a commanding position. 
When, however, it became apparent that 
tho burning <]uestiiin could only be solved 
by an apjical to arms, the peoiile, recall- 
ing his glorious acliievenientb on many 
battle-fields, and recognizing in liim tlie 
highest military authority in the land, 
turned to him as the only man who was 
capable of leading them to victory. 
Crespo readily assented, and imniediately 
betook himself out of Caracas, thestrong- 
l-.old of l*alacio, and in tho interior, 
among his Uaneros and other faithful fol- 
lowers of iircvious campaigns, immedi- 
ately set to Work to organize an army. 
At last accounts he was stationed in the 
State of Zaraora, in conjunction witii 
General Manzano, with about 5.000 men. 
In the State of Los Andes bis generals, 



Araujo and Baptista, had raised an army 

of about -J.OOO men. In Apuro and 
Ouayana a force had also been organized 
by Diaz Grafe, wlido Generals Colmon- 
ares, Montenegro, and Barraez were 
awaiting his orders in the mountain 
fastnesses of Carabobo. To his family in 
Caracas the redoQbtablo man of wr had 
written that before long ho ivould pro- 
sent himself before that city with 10,000 
men. Unless interceiited on the way, 
such a force under Crespo would readily 
reduce tho capital, and, therefore, put an 
end to the revolution. Crespo is a man 
of about fort}'-aix years of age, and great 
wealth. He was President of A'"ene/.uela 
from 1884 to 1880, and, originally the 
creature and almost the slavo_ of 
Guzman Blanco, at length turned against 
him, and is now, as he has long lioou, 
one of tliiit ex-Dictator's moat bitter 
enemies. 

The man against whom Crespo is pitted 
is Dr. Sebastian Casanas, who lias been 
Palacio'a nglil-liaiid man throughout his 
entire administration. In the cabinet ho 
has hitherto held the portfolio of Minis- 
ter of the Interior. Palacio has now ap- 
liointen liim General-in-chiof of the army, 
notwithstanding the fact thtit ho is not a 
military man either in training or ex- 
perience. He was educ;ited for the med- 
ical profession. There is hardly any 
doubt as to how bo will fare against a such 
coiiaummate military chieftain as Ciespo. 

Another important person is Dr. .1. P. 
Rnjas Paul, who is now in exile by de- 
cree of Palacio in the neighboring British 
West Indian island of Trinidad. Ho was 
the successor of Crespo in the Proai- 
dency, and coi)ao(|uently the predecessor 
of Palacio. When Paul was president, 
Cr 'spo antagonized him at every point 
bec luso of his friendliness with Guzman 
Bimico, with whom Crespo had broken. 
Paul and Crespo are, therefore, not 
friends, though both are arrayed against 
Palacio, and it is not likely, either, that 
Creai.o would welcome Paul's en-opera- 
tion ill the cause in which ho is now en- 
gaged, because bis connection with Guz- 
man Blanco, hardly a ahadow of whose 
former great popularity ia now left in 
Venezuela, would throw discredit on the 
revolutionists, and create distrust in the 
minds of a large and influential element. 

Tho city of Caracas, upon which all 
eyes are naturally turned in the present 
excitement, is one of tiio oldest and most 
prominent in various other particulars of 
the South American cajjitals. It was 
fouiided at the foot of tho Avila Moun- 
tain in 1507 by Captain Diego do Lozada, 
and ia famed as tho city wherein the idea 
of South American indopendeaoe, since 
so grandly achieved, was born. There, 
also^ Simon Bolivar, wboao name will 
always be honored wherever republican 
principles obtain, and who is worthily re- 
ferred to as tho George Washington of 
South America, first saw tho light of day. 
Could it present no other claims, these 
would abundantly insure it a permanent 
and distinguished place in tho world's 
history. It has a population, according 
to the census of 188S,of 70,400 souls, and, 
though in tho main not roniarkablo for 
its architecture, is yet possessed of a fair 
number of imposing and pretentious 
structures.

THAT HABE AS CORPUS. 

TIio Case of tb'a Kenueays, as Argued 
Before ^jii-. Justice Drake, 
Yesterday. 

The Prfjceetliiiffs Fall Voiil-A Test 
Case. Promised by the Attoriiey- 
Geuoral- 

Yesterday morning tho liahcas corpus pro 
wjJiugs in the Sennedy matter ■were 
b.rought for argument before His Honor, Mr. 
Justice Drake. It was at first decided to 
have the hearing in Chambers, but when it 
was ascertained that a largo number of 
people were prot'cnt, Hia Lordship decided 
to adjourn to the largo court room, 
His Honor Mr. Justice Drake ascended 
the bench at 11:,30, when tho Attorney- 
General stated that he appeared to show 
cause agaiuat a rule issued by the Court, on 
the previous day, calling on tho Sergeiiut- 
at-Aruis to show cause why James M. and 
Robert Kennedy should not bo released 
from oKStody. He Avas txinicwhat at a dis- 
advantage in aot having been informed of 
tho grounds upon whioh tho rula was issned. 

Ilia Lordsliip read from his notes, show- 
ing tlie heads of Mr, Richards' argument, 
vi;:. I That the Legislature had no power or 
auttiorily to punish for contempts 
niicted outside of the preeiiiots of the 
House, <;uoting Landers v. Woodworth, 
y. Con,, S.C.K. I.'jS, and the opinions of the 
Uw ofiioira of the Crown in ICnglund. That, 
ajaunutg tho Legislature to have the right 
to define its own powers of contempt and 
'iireach of privilege, it had not done so b 
fore tho complaint agaiuat tho Jvennedy 
but iKd attempted to do so by an ex-pu^t 
fwto Act. 

Tb3 Attorney-Cleneral said that the facts 
were not as stated, tho contempt of which 
the defondaata bad been convicted, being 
thoir non appearance to n aummous issued 
after the passage of tho Act. Quoting an 
order of the House of Com mona, passed in 
ilune, 1C47, it was now the practice for the 
Ilouao to recognise tho jurisdiction, and 
control of the Courts in cases of this kind, 
and for tho Sergeant-at-Arnia to make 
return of the writ of habeas corpii-i. This 
ivixa the practice, laid down for the ]3ritisli 
Columbia Legislature, and conscipieutly he, 
the Attorney-General, appeared to-da.y. He 
submitted that the warrant of the Speaker 
was conclusive, reciting as it did a comaiit- 
nient) for contempt, and that the Court had 
no power to go behind it. If, after hearing 
tho urguniout, the Court decided that it 
could go behind the warrant, ha pro- 
posed that the Strgeaut-at-Arma should 
make a return settnig out all the docu- 
nienta. Tlie Attorney-General also stated 
that ho understood a regulation had been 
made by tho judges that habm-i ri»-]iu.i o.isi'S 
wore to bo dealt with by a bench of judges. 
He did not, however, insist upon tlie point. 

Hia Lordsliip di<l not think that there 
was any such rule. He would, however, 
aak oun of his brotlier judges to attend. 

Tlie Attorney-General, after a brief con- 
ference with Mr. Richards, who objected on 
account cf a severe cold, to repeating his 
argument, witiidiroiv l.is auggestion of an- 
other judge. 

Tho Attorney-General quoted the Consti- 
tution act, 1S7I, passed before Confedera- 
tion, by which the Logialature came into 
existence, section -14 of which enacted that 
the Legislature might defiuo its 
own privileges and powers. Sec- 
tion 14 of the Terms of Union 
provided that iipon entering confederation 
the existing constitution should be con- 
tinued. The "Colonial Laws Validity Act" 
of the Imperial Parliament, and the Queen's 
assent published in 1871, gave section 44 
the force of law in tho province after con- 
federation, and in respect of its powers and 
privileges British Columbia entered the con- 
federation in a vastly auperior position to 
other provinces. 

Mr. Justice Drake exprcaaed a doubt 
whether tho British North America Act, 
section 91, did not to some extent override 
rcction 44 of the Constitution Act. 

The Attorney-General submitted not, as 
there was nothing in the B. N. A. Act re- 
pugnant to section 14. 

Mr. Justice Drake— By tho B.N.A. Act 
tlie Legislature has tho power to deal with 
tlie constitution, e.xcept as to the ofiSce of 
Lieutenant-tl overnor. 

The Attorney-General considered that the 
exception of the oilier of Ijieutenant-ijov- 
eruor implied eomprelicnsive powers, as to 
everything else relating to the constitution, 
and seemed (I'liie in accord with ficetion 44. 

His Lordship — Under section 44 the 
Iluu-e hu.i the power to define its privileges. 
Hiis it done so ? 

The Attorney-General — Undoubtedly ao. 
It has pusded a distinct Act .: but, apart 
from that and independently of any Icgis 
lation, every exercise of power — the action 
of the House in this particular case — is a 
defiuition of its privileges, which definition 
the Legislature has power to make from 
time to time. 

Ilia L.ordsliip — Can the Legislature speak 
otherwise than by statute? It can, by reso- 
lution, speak to its own membera, but to 
the public, bow otherwise than by statute '.' 

The Attorney-General contended that 
a resolution upon the subject of its privi- 
leges would bo ecjually binding, and tlierein 
was tho distinction between the legislation 
in Victoria, Australia, and ]5ritish (/'olmh- 
bia — the Constitution of tho former place, 
being identical with section 44 of this prov- 
ince, except thut, there, they had to dcQnc, 
"by statute." Their powers of commitment 
had been upheld by the Privy Council in 
Dill v. Murphy, 1 ' Moo., P.C., N.S., 487, 
Mid Glaa.? v. ,Speaker, of Victoria, 7 Moo., 
V.C., 447. 

Two tiuestions present themselves here, 
first, "Uad the Legislature of British Col- 
umbia the power to deal with the case, ir- 
respective of the statute of the present ses- 
sion ? Second, and if not, did tho Act, 
recently pasaed, confer the power?" For tlie 
reasons already given, lie argued that the 
power existed, irrespective of the provincial 
statute. This province stands in a diiierent 
position from any of the otlier provinces, or 
coloniea, where, owing to the absence of pro- 
visions, such as section 44, tho Courts 
had denied the power of couimilment for 
contempt. Section 44 was an express grant, 
the absence of wliicli had caused the dr'nial 
to the colony of Newfoundland and the 
Province of Nova Scotia of the right i'j 
eonunit for contempt. 

Tlieii tho recent Act of tho Legislature 
conferred full power. In dealing with tli 
Kemiedy case the Legislature had not pro- 
ceeded retroactively. It was true that the 
libel which they hud published was the 
original cause of complaint auJ was piib- 
li.ilied lieforo tlio pasaage of the aet, but 
after the pa.saago of the aet the Legislature 
ordered tliem to appear and answer as to 
tho libel. In that the Legislature might 
have been cither right or wrong. For tho 
purposes of the argument it matters not 
whioh. Those men had been ordered to 
appear. Possibly it might have been a auc 



cessful argument for them to have urged in 
defeuco that tho Legislature had no power for 
want of a statute to deal with tho case, 
but, bo that as it may, they failed to com- 
ply with the order, and it ia for that non- 
compliance that the Legislature has adjudg. 
ed them guilty of eon tempt. By not ap- 
pearing tho Kennedya lost their opportun- 
ity of contending that tho House had no 
power of proceeding against them, thereby 
also committed a contempt, for which tho 
House has proceeded against them. 

Ho was, however, far from admitting that 
tho House had no power to deal with tho 
original libel, which, under section 44 of tho 
Con stitutiou Act, and the inherent iiowera, 
the Legislature, ho claimed, had. 

The Attorney-General, tiuoting 
May's Parliamenty Practice, oontendr^.tj,[jt 
the court had no power- to go behjf^^i the 
warrant, whioh reoited that the Kennedys 
had been guilty of contempt. • ' 

Tho hour for ftdjournnient ^>gi<,ok) hav- 
ing arrived. His Lordship «ugge8ted that by 
:i o'clock the prisoners v. ouid ho free by ef- 
fluxion of time. 

L'ho Attorncy-f.;- jneral— It is not worth 
whilo to argue the. matter any further upon 
this npplioatiou. 

Mr. Richan'.s — This ia an important case, 
and tho coup,try should know whether such 
arbitrary powers a.s are claimed hero oan be 
claimed liy the Legislature. 

The Alcornoy-General said that the Gov- 
ernment cnntemplated suhmiltitig tho (juea- 
tion of their powers of conimitmeiit to the 
Supremo Court, uuder the .Supreme Court 
Reference Act. 

The Court remarked that, under these 
circumatmcoa, it was not worth whilo pro- 
ceeding with tho cuso any further, mileoa, 
indeed, tho IIou.so should happen not to bo 
prorogued. The best plan would be to ad- 
journ until 4 o'clock. 

If the House prorogued, he would not sit. 
If it did not, he should. The matter was, 
therefore, left in .^tatii quo, and, as the 
House prorogued at 3 o'clock, nothing fur- 
ther was done.

Nearly Forty Liquor Sellers Arrested 
and Summoned Within the 
Past FeAr Days-

iSonie .io-called police ofiieiula ulwuj'S go 
about their work with a brass band and a 
coach and four whenever they aro after a 
criminal or a malefactor. Tbey herald'their 
coming with a train of elephants and a 
royal ealutc, and when they advance in 
State to take poaaession of tho trembling 
prisoner, the music strikes up, the elephants 
dance, and the people bow down and wor- 
ship. 

Supt. Hussoy is quiet, very quiet, lie 

leaves his elephants at homo when ho goes 
walking, and foolishly forgets tho elegant 
di.-jphiy th.it c:ui be made by a g^od and 
judicious diaiiosition of brass ban<l3. Be- 
sides he is careless enough to leave hia 
badge inside hia waistcoat and not flaunt it 
like a champion dog-tag in the face of tho 
noonday sun, Supt. Uussoy gathers hia 
facta, arrests his men, and gets every thing 
running smoothly, while the gilt liung 
amateur ia painting hia elepliaiita a pure 
white. 

But this is beside the point. Mr. Hussoy, 
whose gold cap at the Legislative Aaaendjly, 
on Friday, aeems to have aroused some in- 
dignation, happened to be at that very 
moment maturing plans that have now 
landed in the Nanaimo jail fourteen Bel- 
gians and Danes, wdio have been, during 
the past yeir, causing an immense amount 
of trouble among the miners of Northdeld, 
Wellington, and Nanaimo. They aro to- 
gether tho proprietors of twelve shanties, 
and were arrested while supplying most 
villiauoua liquor without any license what- 
ever. AH were captured quietly, 
and now lie in the jail at Nanaimo, await- 
ing trial before .Judge Harrison, to-morrow 
morning. Four more, aiao caught in the 
same act, were thought reaponsible enough 
to receive aummonses, instead of being 
arrested, Tho whole transaction was car- 
ried out as quietly as possible, and very 
few people even in the immediate vicinity 
knew anything of the matter till it was all 
over. 

In addition to the above capture very 
nearly twenty saloon keepers in Victoria 
district will be served with aummonses oti 
Monday or Tuesday for selling liquor on 
Sundays. The evidence obtained of the 
deliniiuency of each is said to be indisput- 
able. 

Taking the whole thing together, it is by 
far tho largest piece of work that has ever 
been accompliabed by police officers in this 
province for some time.

A Monument Erected to tho T£«tluis of 
a;Oreat Thoatqr .Flre. ' . . . , ^. 

Dec. 8, 1881, one of the most ^terrible the- 
ater fires oil record occnrred in the Blng 
theater, Vienna. It brokexout on the stage 
and spread with incredible rapidity to the 
auditorium, in which an audience of more 
than 1,000 was closely packed. 

A frightful panic instantly en.sned. Dur- 
ing the intense oxcitomeut every precau- 
tion against fire was forgotten— iron cur- 




.monu.mi;nt to the itiNci riiKATKn vicTnis. 
tain, water tanks, al.arms, special exits 
and all. AVlien tlie liremon arrived tlie 
entrance to the auditorium Wiis a cave o£ 
llaine, and it was decided by the ollicials, 
despite the protests of the crowd, that 
every one hiul escapeil. How gi'eat a mis- 
take this was was shown when it wn;] 
found that 447 people, had been literally 
roasted to death in that seething mass of 
lire. 

To this regiment of unfortunates .a mon- 
ument has just been erected by the city of 
Vienna. It is in tho shape of a decorated 
wall, ornamented with funereal urns and 
a splendid sarcophagus. Two torchbear- 
ing figures guard the sarcophagns, which 
bears this in.scription: 

"To the victims who lost their lives in 
the lira at the Ring theater, 'Vienna, Dec. 
8, 188L"

I^iLsker now lives in Loudon, and his 
brilliant play, conided with the fact that 
he is a hard student and a master of the 
old and new scliools of chess, leads experts 
to predict a very bright future for liim. 
In tho Britisii chess tournament L;isker 
won nine games and lost two.

He Had Just Made Himself a Widower, 
Cementing: Hia Wife's Bloody Corpse 
in the Wall of a House. 



The oflioiid iiispoctor in lunacy, in 
Melbourne, lias made an examination of 
Dooininp; to ascertain his mental condi- 
tion and makes a report declaring that 
Deeming is perfectly sane. 

The steamer Alaraefla, which arrived 
in San Francisco on the 14th, from Aua- 
traliii, brought details of the Deeming 
murder. Nothing siiico the early day.s 
of settlement in West Australia has so 
stirred tho community to its depths. All 
businoas was stopped at every place 
through which Deeming passed on his 
way to Melbourne, and pooplo turned out 
to have a look tit tho criminal. The 
crushed and mangled body of a woman 
was found in tho populous suburb of 
Windsor, southeast of Melbourne, March 
5, and a week Inter Deeming was iu cus- 
tody, charged with murder. The last 
occupant of the house was a man who 
gave the name of Drew, and he disap- 
peared suddenly, lie complained of the 
leaky condition of tlio walls of tho house, 
and told the landlord that as ho was a 
practical man' he had bought some cement 
and would patch uj) tho walls himself. 
Ho cemented hi.s wife up in tho walls. 
Drew was apparently of sporting procli- 
vities, dressed in the heiglit of fiisliion, 
and was bedecked with diamonds and 
carried himself with tlio air of a lord. 
He ■'I'ls tniced to tho stpimior Kaiser 
Williolin, where ho was identified as Al- 
bert Williams. Eight days after the crime 
Williams sought another victim through !i 
matrimonial agency in Melbourne, and 
went on by steamer. On tho voyage ho 
made desperate love to a young lady pas- 
senger named Miss Kate Ilounsefolt, of 
liathurst. His manner captured the 
heart of tho fair passenger, ai;d when 
they arrived at Sydney she had promised 
to become his wife. He was then travel- 
ing under the name of Baron Swanson, 
and pictured to her his vast revenues and 
made glorious promises for their future. 

Step by step detectives traced him, 
aided in their search by his ostentatious 
display of diamonds and general bearing, 
and his love entanglement with Miss 
Ilounsefolt evidently led to his capture. 
At Sydney Swanson was identified as Al- 
bert Deeming, a plumber and gasfitter, 
who was accompanied by his wife and 
two children and who served a sentence 
at Darlinghurst for larceny, and eventu- 
ally the record of the man under the 
names of Dooming, Baron Swanson, 
Drew, Williams and Lawson was made 
bare to tho world. He was traced by the 
police to tho Southern Cross mine, on 
tho Yilgara gold field of West Australia, 
where ho was working as an engineer, 
and was at the time furnishing a house in 
anticipation of his marriage to Miss 
Rounscfelt. The hitter's father was a 
tradesman wlio died some years ago, leav- 
ing a widow and cliildren. Tho eldest 
sister is now a milliner at Bathurst, and 
Doeuiing's tiuncoo secured employment 
at tho principal stationer's and news 
agency in Brisbane. She afterwards ac- 
companied her brother to Broken Hill, 
and while there was taken sick and was 
obliged to return to lier sister in Bath- 
urst. It was on this trip that she met 
Deeming. She was only a country girl 
of 10, and never doubted the sincerity of 
Deomiug's motives. The elder sister was 
so taken with the alleged baron that she 
readily gave her consent to tho marriage. 
While Deeming was at the mine ho '.vroto 
his unsuspecting liaiiceo constantly, and 
in one of his letters, under date of Feb- 
ruary 8, he says lie is in trouble, having 
had one of bis bags stolen from his cabin 
with £130. Further on he says : 

"I must now tell you, dear, what I have 
done since my arrival here. As soon as 
I got here I put an advertisement in a 
paper 1 havo sent you, by which I have 
been appointed nmnaging engineer at 
wages of £C per week with house for tho 
first six. months, and £8 lOa per week in 
future. Besides this I expect to maico £'.'J 
per week. The mine at Yilgara is about 
250 miles from Perth. There is a line 
town and healthy cliiiiato, and everything 
that can bo wished for, for comfort. You 
must not think it is like Broken Hill. 
Far from it. Now as soon as you get 
this letter, dear, send me a wire and let 
me know whether you can come at once. 
I will have a home for you and ovory- 
thiii'.; arranged for our marriage on your 
arrivid. Now, don't keep me waiting, 
dear. So long as wo are to lie luisbaiid 
and wife, why nut be it at once There 
will be no advantage in waiting. 1 havo 
written your brother to-day, and t Id him 
ofour coming union, and you will no 
doubt got a letter from him on tho sub- 
ject. Now, you must not think, dear, 
that wo shall remain in the gold lield.s all 
our life. 1 intend to make money enough 
in two years to take a trip to England, so 
you must look forward to tho same. 
Please to send me a .Sydney paper, and 
Melbourne, if you can get it. Now, dear, 
with lovo to sister, 1 must conclude. 
From your ever loving and aflfoctionate 
"Baron." 

T lie young lady believed him iu evoiy- 
tliing and wont about making prepara- 
tions for her approaching wedding. 
Everything was ready for her departure 
when news of her betrothed's arrest camo, 
crusliing her completely. She was taken 
ti) iMelbournc to give hor testimony, and 
assisted as much m lay in lior powui to 
bring tho pseud baron to justice. Sho 
sent a letter to her sister, in which sho 
wrote : 

"I suppose j'on know all tlie news now. 
I am BO weary of nothing but re[)orter3 
and artists from pa]iors. 1 think every 
ono symiiatlii/'.es willi mo, but I was very 
fortunate. 1 will no doubt get work 
here, and then, jiorlia[is, might seo you 
again, but I will never return. Perhaps, 
dear Liz. it would bo better for you to 
chaiigo our now^notoriou^ hahio. Under my 
picture, "The intended victim." I sup- 
pose that they will put mo in tlio wax 
Miirka. l']veiy one wants to take us 
about, but 1 d(m't like leaving tho liouso. 
Every shop has flaring news of the Wind- 
sor murder, and- under every gas jet 
stands a crowd reading. In all the rail- 
way carriages and tram-cars I hear no- 



thing but the same thing. What a mock- 
ery my weddingjjaJii^sf .pre. I was look- 
ing at them lastiiiglit!" 

It has rot yet boon established that 
Deeming is tho notorious "Jack tho 
Ripper," but five moro brutal murders 
havo been traced to him, and tho evidence 
thus far gathered points to him as tho 
Whitechapol fiend. Swanson, in spite of 
the damning proofs against him, declares 
his innocence, A number of photographs 
belonging to the murderer, which may 
prove to be oliim of value,"-^have been 
handed over to the police; One is of 
cabinet size, and represents a young 
woman fashionably dressed.

Other 
photographs havo boon found. One is 
that of a young woman, another of a lad 
and another of an infant. On .one photo- 
graph of a woman, siipposed to be tho 
Windsor victim, the imprint appears to 
havo boon carefully removed. Other 
photographs, nccording to tho imprint on 
thoir backs, wore taken at ShoHeld, Eng- 
land ; Whitohaven, England ; Liverpool, 
England ; Ohio, United States ; Sydney, 
New South Wales, and Ilockliampton, 
Quebec. A number of Sw.anson's iiats 
are also in possession of the police, and 
these may play an important part in his 
trial. Ho had a high hat and two, felt 
ones, such as Williams wore in Slelbourne. 
While at the .Southern Cross mine Swan, 
son gave away a piece of music on which 
can be docijihercd the name of Albert 
^Villianla. Tho visiting cards found 
ainon<{ his oifects havo tho name "Com- 
mercial hotel" printed on them, which, it 
is believed, will aflford a clew to the Rain- 
hill tragedy.

THE INTASION OF ENGLMTD. 

Lord Wolseley presided on Wednes- 
day night at a meeting of tho Trinity 
Colloge (Dublin) Historical Society, at 
which tho subject of debate was "Com- 
pulsory Military Service." In reply to a 
vote of thanks. Lord Wolseley said ho 
thought an invasion of En<];land was an 
impossible operation. If such a thing 
should over take place, ho believed it 
would be attempted by a comparatively 
small army, for a great army could never 
bo conveyed across tlie Clianiiel. He es- 
timated tlio greatest force that could at- 
tempt to invade England at from 150,- 
000 to 200,000 men, and even they could 
not all come together. The princiiwi' 
concern of Englishmen was to render 
their country proof against invasion. 
For that purpose ho believed thoy only 
required a small army, and if ho were 
asked to estimate what that army should 
be, reinombering that thoy had a large 
force of militia, volunteers and yeomanry, 
he would say it should consist in round 
numbers of 120,000 men, with a first- 
class army reserve of 80,000 or 90,000« 
nion. It was only by means of tho short, 
service system that they wore able to ae- 
curo an armj' reserve. It numbered ad 
present nearly 70,00 men, and by the end 
of this year it would consist of about 
80,U00 men. He had no hesitation in 
saying tliat these men would bear c*m- 
parison with the soldiers of any nation 
in tho world. If they introduced com- 
pulsory service, and required tho same 
])ropurti<in of nioii, relative to tho popula- 
tion, Hs they did in Franco andGormanj', 
thoy would get from tlio population of, 
London and its suburbs alone, the whole ' 
army necessary for defensive purposeu.

Hot Apply to British 
Uolnmbia. '

Otta\s'a, April 15 — Tho ever welcome 
Easter holidiiya IiiiE ^;iveii Pidiiuiiontanana 
a broiithiiif,' spoil aiul to-diiy tho city is 
almost Diitiroly deanrted by LoL^ialatora. 
The four diiys which intorvciio bcfuro 
Piirlinnient ruaunics will be well spoilt by 
tho Govoniraent, as it is anticipated that 
thtsy will be enabled in that time to pro- 
sent the programme for the remaining 
<(veekB of the aession and then push busi- 
ness with despatch. Tho one great 
measure which has j'et to coiuo down is tlie 
Redistribution Bill, and on this subject 
considorablu cot,'itation is still L^jiiif^ on. 
Not tho loaat of tluiao interested are the 
members from liritiali Columbia, and it 
has been a moot suljject with them as to 
how far, if at all, redistribution shall 
apply to your province. 1 notice that 
exception is taken to a atatoment of mine, 
recently made in those columns, that at 
tho time British Columbia entered con- 
federation there was a tacit understand- 
ing that tho Jlainland should have three 
representatives and the Island tliree re- 
presentatives. No agreement of this 
kind was embodied in tlio terms of union 
beyond the fact that British Columbia 
should have six mombeis, but 1 am as- 
sured by competent authority that the 
^diviaion of the repreaentatioa of British 
Columbia was made on an equitable 
basis as between tho mainland and the 
Lsland and, if anything, at that time, tho 
.proportion was Jii favor of tho Isl-Uid. 
The electoral district of Now West- 
minster has, as your readers are well 
aware, made great strides in population 
within tho last few years and ia entitled 
"to more representation, and while tho 
province as a whole cannot this tinio 
claim an additional menibor, yet somo- 
'thing ought to bu done, and 1 still hold 
that, the ptisition wiiich I took a week or 
two ago that any change, if change b» 
made, should bo brought about by sim- 
ply readjusting tho boundaries of Yale, 
Cariboo and New Westminster, is a 
sound one. Among Bri ish Columbia 
members, however, there seems to be a 
dispusitiun to let the matter rest this 
time; that is, not to adjust the boun- 
daries of British Columbia electoral 
divisions at all. How tho people of the 
New Westminster district will welcome 
.this proposal I do not know. The 
chancces aro that they will insist upon 
their right, and Mr. Corbould, I believe, 
is strenuously urging that tho New West- 
minster district should bo given an addi- 
tional representative. But why should 
this bo done at tho exponso of the Pro- 
vincial capital? Tho basis of ropreaenta- 
tiou according the the last census is 22,- 
900. And if the mainlandora want the 
Provincial representation to be fixed by 
this standard it will bo observed that tho 
three mainland constituencies, when 
tivken together, have just tho population 
to entitle them to three members — 02,- 
345. There is no juatitication, therefore, 
for Parliament to create a now constitu- 
ency ou the mainland at the expense of 
the Island, as, granting for a moment 
that the Island has more representatives 
than her population warrants, it would 
simply be removing one inetjualitj' and 
creating another. There is another 
aspect, however, of the redistribution 
-question which has crop()od up within the 
past few days. I wired you a few days 
ago that tho Northwest representatives 
were asking for an additional member for 
the Territories in view of the prospec- 
tively largo immigration and settlement 
in that joction uf Canada before the time 
arrives for anotiier redistriljution bill in 
1902. Mr. Abljott pointed out to tliat 
deputation that there would be no ob- 
:staclcs in the way of giving tho territoriea 
additional representation, when they 
wore entitled to it, at any session of Par- 
liainont, seeing that the representation of 
tlie Northwest, in both Houses, is based 
oil a sjiucial act of Parliament. The 
point is now raised that British Columbia 
representation is also not afl'ected by the 
% B. N. A. Act and that the question of 
•redistribution, so far as your province is 
conoernedj can come up at any time. 
Clause 51 of tho B. N. A. Act, which 
governs tho redistribution, simjjly refers 
to tho representation of the four pro- 
vinces which originally came into con- 
federation, namely, Ontario, Quebec, 
New Brunswick, Nova Scutia, but if 
British Ccilumbia is to be exempt from 
the operation of the Act, wliy not 
P. E. 1.1 If the rule applies to one 
added province it must apply to the 
others; if I'rince Kdward Island is oxemi)t 
then that province will not lose one of 
its members, as it is liound to do if the 
provisions of Clause 51 of the Confeder- 
ation Act aro lield to be applicable to the 
little Island. The theory of British 
'Columbia's exemption from the opera- 
■ tion of the B. N. A. Act on the repre- 
.sentation question is, however, knocked 
on tho head by Clause l-!(i, which pro- 
vides for tlio admission of "other col- 
onies." Advocates of no interference 
with British Columbia representation 
this year base their contention on a 
clause in the tenii.s of uni(jii wliich reads : 
8. British C(iluml)ia shall be entitled to 
bj rei)resented in the Senate by three 
nieinljors and by six members in the 
House of Commons ; the representation 
to be increased under the provisions of 
the B. N. A. Act of 1807. 

As the i)rovinco is not entitled to an 
increase tins year, it is claimed that tiie 
Government and Parliament will be justi- 
fied ill imrsuing a l(ii.nii-~. /aire. ])olicy. 
The numerous dillicultiea wliicli liave 
cropped up will give your readers aomo 
idea of the care which tho law olhcers (jf 
tho Government require to exorcise in 
determining what course to pursue. Be- 
fore many days are over, I _ expect that 
there will be an authoritative utterance 
on the matter. Tho scope of the pro- 
posed bill was diacu.ased in caucus tlio 
other day. Some nienibors war.tod an- 
other gerrymander, and a goiiorjl carving 
up of the constituencies; ia other words 
more "hiving." Tho majority of mom- 
Jjora, however, were in favor of disturb- 



ing the existing boundaries to as small an 
extent as possible, and, this view pro- 
vailing, it is understood tho Oovernmont 
will bring down a measure whicli, while 
it may not be altogether palatable to the 
Opposition, will not cause any undue 
prolongation of tho seaaion., 

INSOLVENCY LEGISLATION. 

Tho differcnc Boards of Trade in Ontario 
and Quebec are exprcaaiiig a strong desire 
for tlie enactment, of an insolvency law for 
the Wliole Doniiuion. It is thirteen years 
.since such a hiw was in force. The act of 
1SU9 was found to bo too favorable for tho 
debtor, who, whenever ho got tlio clianee, 
and tlio oluuicea wore frequent, compelled 
his creditors to give him time or accept 
less tliuii tlui full uniouiit of liia claim, under 
the tlireatof putting himself into insolvency. 
From creditors who were injured hy the 
unfair cnn. petition of reckless and dishonest 
men, .iiid by tlie throwing on the market 
of baiiUrupC stocks, a demand arose for the 
repeal of the act, uiul tlui pressure becume 
so strong tliat in !S7'.), lliia step waa 
taken. Numerous ctLtenipta huvo since 
been made, but without aucecas, 
to procure legislation from Llie Dominion 
Parliament dealing with the estates of in- 
solvents. The present condition of affairs 
ia very unsatisfactory ,|partioularly from tho 
fact that provinoial Legislatures have no 
pouer I') grant a (liseluirge to a debtor, 
and their power to enforce a rateable distri- 
bution of iiaseta is ill detiiiod. Tho incon- 
veniences resulting from tho present system 
lire such that, despite tho faUnres to secmc 
IX Dominion Act, it is tliouyht that the pres- 
ent outburst of popular feeling amongst, the 
mercantile community, will be such us to 
lead to the framing of tlio law which, while 
free fron) tho objections urged against tho 
Acts of I8GU and 1875, will put a stop to 
the existing inconvenience. 

THE EXPOBT DDTY ON LOOS. 

Tho debate which took place in tho 
Ilonso, on Monday, in regard to tho export/ 
duty on sawlogs and spruce pul|) wood, pro- 
duced considerable divcrgcnco of opinion. 
Tho interest to British Columbia in tho 
discussion lier in tho injustice perpetrated 
on your province by the iinpositiou of tho 
heavy duty on Douglas fir entering the 
United States. Mr. Corbould voiced the 
opinions of Ikitish Columbia when ho in- 
sisted that thia was a matter demanding 
tho speedy attention of the adininistration, 
and, wliile Mr. Foster gave Mr. Ives, who 
brought up tho subject in the firat place, 
little encouragement that the export duty 
will be reimposed, still tho members from 
Hritiah Cohimbii are sanguine that, tlirough 
the representation they have made, the 
Government will endeavor to secure relief 
from tho United States in regard to the 
duty on Douglas fir. 

A (lUESTIO.V or I'lUVILF.OIJ. 

Hon. Mr. Mclnnes, of Now Woatminater, 
takes exception to the paragraph which 1 
wired to the Coi.o.visx, last; week, aneiit his 
trouble with tlio I'arliamenlary Librarians 
on the subject of supplying books from tlio 
library to Senate messengers. Mr. Mclnnes 
brought up tho matter in the Senate, ou 
Tuesday, as a question of privilege. 

There was a good deal of laughter when 
Mr. Mclnnes road the Colo.vist's dispatch. 
The information sent to tho Colonist was 
forwarded in good faith, having been sup- 
plied to your correspondent by a reliable 
authority, but, in view of Mr. Moln'nos 
statement, andmot desiring to do bim an 
injury, intentionally, I express my regret 
that the statement should have been pub- 
lished. No man is infallible |in this world, 
and once in a while a newspaper nian ia apt 
to bo taken in. 

THE CIlIlItNAL LAW KILL. 

Sir Jolin Thompson's Bill for the codifi- 
cation of tho Criminal Law Bill was distri- 
buted to members this week. It is a bulky 
document, being more than an iiich thick. 
The Government has adopted a wise con so 
in decidiug to refer tho measure to a joint 
committee of both Houses. Tho trouble 
about our Parliamentary Institutions is that 
when bills are going through either Kouso, 
wouhl-bo law-makers bob up serenely with 
innocent looking little amendments which, 
experience teaches us, in the past have 
bjcu the cause of endless trouble and annoy- 
ance. Many instances are on record where 
amendments have been accepted as applic- 
able to a certain section of an Act without 
the general effect on the measure as a whole 
being considered, the resultbeinginoonaisten- 
cies and confusion. With r^pect to this par- 
ticular measure both Houses should be fairly 
well agreed as to its scope, and not allo\v 
any tinkering to take place in Committee of 
the Whole. To attain this object, tho plan 
of referring the measure to a Joint commit- 
tee has been devised. It is said that the 
bill will not bo pushed through even this 
year, but after tho , Joint committee hus re- 
vised it, it will again bo repriiiteil and al- 
lowed to go to the .Judiciary, for them to 
scrutinize and ascertain whether thero are 
any inconaisteiicies in the clausca or im- 
portant amendments to be niadi^. (,)uito a 
stiff fight is likely to take place on the (pies- 
lion of the retention of the tirand .Jury sj'a- 
teni. Sir John Thompson, personally, ia 
willing to abolish the Grand Juries, but in 
deference to the views of a number of emi- 
nent judges, has retainoil the principle of 
the bill now before I'arliamcnt. Some of 
tho advocates, however, of their abolition 
will make a strenuous fight to get rid of 
thcin.

The spring fashions cannot bo com- 
mended for their originality, but depend 
for their cliic upon somo variations in cut 
and trimmings of last winter's models. 
Long basques, belted bodices, clinging 
skirts add towering sleeves are not new, 
but a few deft touches sulhco to give 
ilicm that distingue aii^ which excuses 
their lack of novelty. 

Light colors, much jetted trimmings 
and plain straight effects are still tho 
thing; an attempt is being made to revive 
small panniers, but it ia not jirobablo 
that they will be accepted. Women have 
become so accustomed to severe clinging 
cll'ects that it will be ditllcult to reinstate 
the pannier or tho bulky full skirt. 

(ujwiisaro, if possible, more cullant 
than ever, tho contours of tho limbs be- 
ing distinctly outlined, although they 
still Hare from tho knees downward. 

There is no present prospect of the 
revival of short dresacs, the rcgulatiuii 
gown almuat touching in front ami laying 
two or three inches on tho ground at tlia 
back. 

Long, jiointed, narrow trains aro more 
fashionable than tho square cut ones, and 
are deeply faced up with orinoliiio to 
keep them from twisting and turning 
over in walking. 

The Stuart pufl", which is a loose llud'y 
cut on the bias, is newer as a finish to 
skirts than the narrow flounces. 

Some of the flounces are sowed bo- 
neatli the edge of tho skirt and trimmed 
up and caught near tho top, tho rutUe 
standing up instead of down. 

Rose ruohings of India silk with pinliod 
edges aro made double and save much 
lime to tho dressmaker; they come in two 
shades of a color, tho two toned rose 
ruching and also tho yellow being lovely 
to behold. These ruches aro decidedly 
perishable as the pinked edges soon be- 
coino ragged and untidy. 'Ihey aro not a 
good investment, us thoy cost several 
tlollars a yard and do not last. Not only 
one but several pinked rufilea are sown 
upon the iiisido of tho skirt and in somo 
caaea those dainty biiylayusos aro em- 
brwidered or finished with lace, either 
black or white. One can purchase these 
plaitings of almost every conceivable 
shade in tho shops, and they are certain- 
ly a great labor-saving device, besides 
protecting tho dress fnun wear and soil. 

The double and oven the triple skirt is 
again seen; it is n j longer the voluminous 
double skirt of our mothers, but it is two 
01 three overlapping skiris which ada])t 
themselves to the exigencies of tho bell 
shape; sometimes tho overakirt is simu- 
lated by trimming. This stylo of skirt ia 
not as graceful as tho unbroken lines of 
the plain skirt, but it ia quite new and 
will be worn to some extent. 

The dressmakers are divided as to tho 
morit.s of the underpotticoat or tho lined 
skirt; many skirts have tho lining sowed 
in with the material, Hliicli can easily bo 
dono where it'has several gores; with tho 
one back soam tho lining has an inclina- 
tion to bag and set badly. 

Some drcsamakera make a compromise 
by sewing tho upjjor part and lining to- 
gether half way down, and then leaving 
oacli separate and distinct from thero to 
the foot. 

Coat effects are by no means abandon- 
ed, but aro less worn than the full waist 
and bodico. 

Somo of tho wool dress skirts have no 
lining whatever and tho strictly tailor- 
made ones have strapped seams. 

There is an agitation among the pur- 
veyors of fashion in regard to tho short 
waist, tho tendency of the wide girdles 
and sashes tending toward short-waisted 
cflccts ; there will no doubt bo a steady 
op|)osition to this style, as it is ajjt to 
make tho waist look l irgo iind the ligiire 
awkward if there is any tendency toward 
emboiiiioint. 

Tho belted Russian blouse makes tho 
waist appear short unless tho figure is de- 
cidedly slender ; to obviate this some of 
the now blouses have the back fullness 
hold by a narrow strap and buckle, while 
tho front is girdled in pointed fashion. 

Girdles in Swiss shapes are made of 
many bauds of narrow ribbon fastened 
tdgctlior with little buckles of atoel or 
mother of pearl.

'I'iie new skirts show moro variety than 
the winter ones ; and buttons, folds and 
slaahedand cascaded effects vary tho mo- 
notony of the sheath shapes. 

In a gown of pepper-and-salt cheviot 
tho seams of the akirt overlapped at each 
gore and were tailor stitched ; tho back 
was buttoned with flat tailor buttons all 
tho way down ; the open reefer was ratlier 
long and sloped away on tho sides, the 
vest being of ohangeablo corded silk with 
a jabot of cream lace. 

A tailor suit of tan vigogne was made 
distinctive by a garniture of black lace 
wrought ill subdued colorings, a b.and of 
it heading the narrow bias riilllo and ap- 
pearing upon tho rovers of the cutaway 
jacket ; a jabot of pale blue silk is at the 
neck. 

A pattern dress of cinder gray of (iiio 
camel's hair has a very narrow bourrotto 
bordor in a lighter gray, and abovo are 
detached stemless daisies with yellow cen- 
ters ; tho border in a diminutive design 
runs arouiul tho jacket ; tho folded vest 
is of wiiito cloth onibroidorod in daisies 
and a big cravat of white chiffon edged 
with malinos lace ia worn at the neck.

which necessitai;es bandsoino material and 
littlo trimming; 

Ondorio ia a new matorial, which, as 
tho name denotes, looks something like 



the ripples upon water, tho grounds being 
almost obscured by irregular undulating 
lines in delicate tints ; these waves are 
woven in harmonious colors and show 
scircoly any distinctive iiattern. 

The boll skirt is so popular that robes 
fashioned in this shape, tho buttons on- 
orusted with rich gold or silver ombroid- 
ery, aro noticeable in the shops which 
cttter to tho' exclii^ive trade. , 



Some of tho now capos aro of bengalino 
in black and also in the drabs and tans. 
Not a few of .these rominil ono strongly 
of the boll akiat, for thoy aro cut on tho 
bias ^yith a very little fullness at the neck 
and flaring wider at tho bottom : rovers 
which form careless hoods, deep rufllos of 
heavy laco from an embroidered or jet- 
ted yoicc, or a jabot front, aro tho many 
styles ill which these becoming garments 
aro fashioned. In others tho capo proper 
comes only just below the waist, tlio ad- 
ded length being made of gold or jet 
open work passementerie with an entre 
dmx of guipure or Russian lace. 

In jackets thero is acarcely any visiablo 
change, the shapes remaining almost the 
same as those of last winter. 

Almost all of them reach to or below 
the knee and in most cases tight fitting ; 
liglit colors prevail witli an excess of 
braiding or embroidery. A jacket of 
pearl colored cloth ia o.xtrouiely chic. It 
is entirely coyered witli a delicate pat- 
tern in braiding, separated by narrow 
gold soutache. 

A noticeable feature in jackets and car- 
nails ia tho daring collar and 3'uke which 
is cut all in one peice and not added to 
the yoke as was the caso last season. 

Ladders of gold and green or gold and 
blue braid appear on tan jackets, but are 
somewhat conspicuous ; other coats have 
a bodice effect simulated by narrow sharp 
Vandykes of gold with an encircling line 
which forms a girdle ; from this descends 
deep slender braided Vandykes. 

MILLINERY. 

Sprangled straws are exponsivo and 
rather theatric ; spranglesare also sowod 
upon die crowns of gold or steel passe- 
monteric. 

lndo[)endoiit crowns of jot, gold or sil- 
ver, with bandeaux ca uttile aro sold in 
great (luairitiea ; tliej' are placed upon 
tulle or lace hata wliich often aro trimmed 
aave for a tuft of feathers or a coqetlish 
noeiid of moire or satin ribbon with a 
still' aigrette. 

Straw ribbon ia quite new ; tho straw 
i.s a tine braid about three or four inches 
in width and has generally an edge of 
contrasting color ; it is used for making 
the stiff upright bows now ae fashionable. 

TIUM.^II.N-t;s. 

In trimming jet is decidedly pre-emin- 
ent ; there arc other garnitures of motal 
and also a thick guipure — like passomon- 
torio, which is outlined with picot gold 
braid ; brochet crimps in white, black and 
ecru are also stylish. Deep rain fringes 
aro used, and also looped fringes, in 
which jet pearl or gold beads aro strung 
upon a heavy thread and looped or fes- 
tooned at regular intervals upon a length 
of silk braid. 

Rosettes of j_ot or pearl aro rather 
heavy, but extremely ornamental ; they 
may be detached and used separately. 

For evening there aro bands of irrido- 
scent flexible metal, almost covered with 
sprangles or irridosceiit braids, while on 
each side is an edging of heavy ecru lace.

Some >Qncer .InstanceB'' '.of Clrcumstantlul 
Evidence— A Jtllnd Hau'i Shot.

Granted, said the old liuvyor, that not 
■QUO man out of a thousand who lias been 
convicted by a jury was innocent, and 
granted again that circumstantial evidence 
' da stronger than direct proof, and yet I 
'^can toll you of a case which will shako 
your conMencie) in ; both juries and tho 
Borfc of evidenoQ iinmcd. It occurred a 
-good many years a>^o, but no old lawyer 
has forL;()tten the particulars. 

Tho town of Cano Hill, say, had about 
4,000 inhabitants, and being iu a western 
Btato had an element of touglmesa. Mur- 
der was not a rare orimo, and robbery 
and assault 'ver7 common ones. One day 
■a stranger arri^^ed who gavo out that he 
intended to establish a p'ivato bank hav- 
ing a casli capital (jf about .? 13,000. The 
name ho gave was Cliiu-!c3 Williams, and 
it was understood tliat ho was from Chi- 
cago, lie was 11 middle ai,'od, genteel 
man, and was well received iu tho town. 
He stopped at the hotel while malcing 
•alterations to the building ho had secured, 
• and after a week or so was known by 
sight or name to everybody. 

One morning the dead body of a man 
was found in tho water wheel of tho grist 
mill, which drew its supply fr(un a race, 
and it was soon identitiud as that of 
Charles Williams. The skull had beun 
fractured by a blow, and money and jew- 
elry were gime. At the in([uest as many 
-as twenty different citizens iio had met 
Williams testified that it was his body. 
Not one of them identified it by any par- 
ticular scar or uiaik, but only iu a general 
way. The idea that tliey could be mistaken 
never occiu-red to any of them. It had 
tho general appearance of Williams, and 
therefore was Williams. 

A murder having been committed, some 
one must bo arrested for tho crime. Wil- 
liams could bo traced back to tho evening 
before, but to no certain hour. The land- 
lord was isuro ho. saw him at supper time, 
but not after. Tho clerk wns sure ho saw 
him talking to tho lundlord an hour later. 
One chambermaid saw him up stairs at C 
o'clock and another at 8 30. One man 
saw him at the depot at 9, and at tlio 
same hour some one else saw him a milo 
away. You who inveigh against tho de- 
lays and technicalities of tho law and the 
cunning nf lawyers, arc asked to note 
these side issues of uiy story. Right in 
that small town, where Williams couldn't 
have moved a rod without being recog- 
nized and remarked, ho couldn't be traced 
af^or 6 o'clock in tho evening. Men who 
had talked with hira at 3, 4 and 5 o'clock 
couldn't be sure, when called upon, 
whether it was that afternoon or tho 
previous one. 

An arrest was speedily made. A sus- 
picious character named J olin Games got 
drunk and displayed a roll of money, and 
when charged with the murder he exhib- 
ited what is termed " every sign of guilt." 
Tho sherifl' was congratulated. Games was 
looked up and everybody was satisfied. 
On the preliminary examination ii turned 
out that Games had only furty-tivo dol- 
lars. Being a murderer ho ought to have 
fled, but so far from taking any step in 
that direction ho hi.d hired out to work 
for a livery stable keeper for three 
months. Sifted down, tho case against 
him was thin. The only bad thing against 
him was the fact that he could not ac- 
count for his whereabouts between 7 and 
10 o'clock of tho evening of the murder. 
In fact, ho didn't try to, and I may as 
well tell you tlie reason right here. Ho 
was engaged in robbing a house in tho 
town, a house wlioro tlio family was teui- 
.porarily absent. Ho got about lifty dol- 
lars in cash, but only after a two hours' 
search. To acknowledge this was to go 
to state prison ; to keep silent was to be 
suspected of tho murder. He pursued 
the latter course, however, knowing his 
innocence and doubting if lio could bo 
convicted. 

While Games was held to tho higlier 
court and many believed him guilty, the 
sheriir stumbled upon another good thing. 
A man who was suspected of being aH ex- 
convict, and who was known to be hard 
up, suddenly became flush. He also talk- 
ed a good deal about tho murder, and 
seemed very un.-tious that Games should 
bo convicted. When ho was gathered in 
the sum of thirty dollars was found in bis 
walloc. Asked to explain where he got it 
ho became confused and embarrassed and 
told lies. Asked to account for his time 
on the evening of tho murder ho mixed 
himself all up, and finally relapsed into a 
dogged silence' It was believed that ho 
and Games were jiartncrs in tho crime, 
and again the enterprising sheriff was duly 
complimented. The name of the last 
man was Joel Fisher. 

When the second prisoner was exam - 
ined ho vigorously denied the murder, 
but like Games ho failed to account for 
his timo after (> o'clock. Ho tried to, aiul 
when it was seen that ho was lying the 
public mind settled upon him as tho cliiuf 
murderer. I will also tell you why ho 
couldn't toll a straight sorry. From 6 to 
10 o'clock he was engaged in robbing a 
freight car in the depot yard. He had 
two accomplices, and the goods were 
taken away in a wagon, Benig innocent 
of the murder ho didn't propose to give 
himself away on tho lesser crime. He 
was also held to tho higher court, and tho 
man who doubted his guilt would have 
been thought an ass or a lunatic. 

I told you in tho beginning that it was 
a queer cii.se, and j-ou will not bo surpris- 
ed to learn that a third arrest was soon 
made. This turned out to bo tho most 
important of all. Two farmers living in 
tho edge (jf town had (juarreled over a 
line fence, and ono of them called on the 
sheriff at midnight and gave him a tip. 
This was followed by an arrest and a 
search of tho ijrisouer'a premises. He 
was a single :nan .-lud kejit house for him- 
self. They found a false face and false 
whiskers bidden away. They also found 
a pair of overalls with blood stains on 
them ; also a hickory club, the end of 
which had evidently been freshly scraped. 
While no money was found, it was argued 
that he had buried tho sum secured from 
Willi.ims, and f(jr three days more than 
100 people were ransacking his house and 
barn and every foot of his land in hopes 
to unearth the treasure. 

Tho name of tho third party arrested 
was Black. Ho omployed mo to defend 
him. IMy first idea naturally was to 
prove an alibi. Ho claimed to mo that 
ho had not left his house during tho even- 
ing. Living alono wo had only his un- 



supported word for this, and by accident 
I ascertained that ho was lying t» mo. 
Throe diOeront pors(m3 had called at his 
house between 7 and 10 o'clock and found 
him absent. Then Black made a confes- 
sion to mo. Tho farmer with whom ho 
had quarreled had a large barn on a farm 
three miles away, and Black had ,J'f!;pne 
in disguise, and ho told me tho names of 
people ho had seen while dodging about. 
His intentions were bad enough, but tho 
lire he kindled went out and the barn did 
not burn. To clear himself of tho ono lie 
must own up to the other. 

As if the case was not complicated 
enough, tho sheriff took another step, 
lie worked at tho two men lirat arrested 
until thoy "confessed" thatBlack plan- 
ned tho whole affair, did tho killing, and 
that they only watched to see that he was 
not inturrupLed. Tho jn-osecution now 
felt assured that it had a straight case, 
while 1 realized that Black must run tho 
gauntlet for his life. NnLhiiig is abused 
more than the law, but 1 reiterate that 
tho gonoral public is nioro to bhiuio than 
tho lawyer, who is seeking to secure a fa- 
vorable verdict for his client. I hero 
wish to say a word aliotit such "confes- 
sions" as were made in this case. Onco 
in a great while there may be one with 
some little truth in it, but the majority 
are " cooked" for the occasion. A man 
arrested on a charge serious enough to 
send hira to state prison for ten years 
will, if guilty, make any sort of confession 
demanded, except to confess his own 
guilt. If he is to be tried for liis life ho 
will swear the murder against any party 
the sheriir or chief of police desire him 
to. It is uuythiiig to pull his own neck 
out of the noose. The .sheriff naturally 
wanted to ccuivict Black, and when Carnes 
and Fisher were " pressed" tliey cooked 
up a very plausible " confession." 

I had verified Black's story. I had 
gone to the barn and found a candle in a 
box just whoro ho had told me to look for 
it. I had timed tho journey to and fro, 
and found it occupied tho interval stated. 
I had found mud on his boots which had 
come from a spot near tho barn. 1 had 
found people who met hira that night and 
took him for a stranger. However, when 
tho case was called in the higher court I 
was appalled at tho strength of the evi- 
douoo agaiHBf- my client. As is invariably 
the case m a small town, everybody want- 
ed to appear to know something. Men 
wore i)ut on the stand who swore they 
saw Black in town at 7 o'clock ; others 
saw him an hour later ; others still " be- 
lieved" they saw him have the club found 
at his house. All this was nonsense, as 
you will discover, but it told with the 
jury. 

1 could only prove two things in do- 
feuse — ])reviou3 good character and how 
tho overalls came to bo stained with 
blood. Black boldly confessed that ho 
had intended to burn tho barn and thus 
accounted for his time, but it only hurt 
his case. Everybody jumped to the con- 
clusion that a man who would commit 
arson would not scruple at murder. 
True, ho had bnpn known for years as a 
peaceable farmer, but his opportunity for 
making a strike had not come until tho 
stranger appeared. It was shown that ho 
was hard up financially ; that certain men 
wore rather afraid of him ; that , ho had 
been heard to make diro throats, and they 
could not have painted him blacker had 
ho been ono of tho younger brothers. 

On top of all this came the "confes- 
sion." Games and Fisher had occupied 
the samo cell for days, and therefore 
agreed in all the details. They swore to 
meeting Black just outside tlie village. 
They entered tho town to look for Wil- 
liams and found him on the street. Fish- 
er swore that he«ecosted hiui and direct- 
ed him to the mill-race, telling him that 
the owner of the mill wanted to see him. 
After the murder all went to Black's 
house, whoro tho money was to bo divid- 
ed. He had given Carnes and Fisher 
fifty dollars a|)ieco and put oil' tho divi- 
sion for a week. While neither saw tho 
blow struck nor the body flung into tho 
water, both agreed as to what Black said 
on the way home. Ho had told them 
that Williams seemed suspicious and was 
about to run away when struck down. 

I lost my case, of ccmrse. The jury 
wont out simply ftu' appearance sake, and 
in seven minutes returned with a verdict 
of "£[uilty." You may ask what had 
been done to trace Williams ? Very lit- 
tle. Ho had said ho was from Chicago. 
Xo one knew his full address. The affair 
had been published in the Chicago papers, 
but no one had identified Williams as 
Williams, llu seemed to have neither 
relatives not acquaintances. 

Black was to ho sentenced to death, 
and Carnes and Fisher were to get oil' 
with a term in state prison.

Lynch open court. Take any case you 
will, follow it closely and the explanation 
will bo ample. Tho ignorance, stupidity 
and malice of tho public called to take 
tho witness box on either side of any or 
all cases is tho real foundation of nine- 
tqnths of the complaints against the law.

There was a bath house beside the 
river. But a greater luxury was tho hot 
bath, ptcsuled over by old Alexandra. 
.Alexandra, born a serf on the estate, was 
now like a huiiiblo member of the family, 
tho relations not having changed, percep- 
tibly, since the emancipation to the old 
woman's satisfaction. She believed firm- 
ly in the "Domovoi" (tho house sprite), 
and told wonderful tales of her oxpcri- 
enccs with him. Scepticism on that point 
did not please her. When the horses 
woro brought round with matted manes, a 
sign of an aU'ectionato visit from tlie 
" Domovoi," which must not bo removed, 
under penalty of hia displeasure, it was 
useless to tell Alexandra that a weasel 
had been caught in the act, and that her 
s|)ritc was no other. She clung to her 
belief in her dreaded friend. Tho bath 
was a small log house, situated a short 
distance from the manor. It was divided 
into ante-room, dressing-room, and tho 
bath proper. When we nere ready, 
Alexandra, a famous batli-woiuaii, took 
bailing water from the tank in tho corner 
oven, which had been heating for hours, 
made a strong lather, and scrubbed us 
soundly with a wad of linden bast shred- 
ded iiit(j fibres. Her wad was of the 
choicest sort, not that which is sold in tho 
Iioiiular maikets, but that which is pro- 
cured by stripping into rather coarse fila- 
ments tho strands of an old mat-sack, 
such as is used for everything iu Russia, 
from wrappers for shoet-irom to bugs for 
carrying a pound of cherries.

When we gasp 
od for breath, she interpreted it as a symp- 
tom of speechless delight, and Hew to 
tho oven, and dashed a bucket of cold 
watur on the red-hot stones placed there 
for the purjjose. The steam poured forth 
in intolerablo clouds ; but wo siibmitYod, 
|)oworleas to protest. Alexandra, with 
all her clothes on, seemed not to feel the 
heat. She administered a merciless, yet 
gentle massage to every limb wilh her 
birch rods— -what would it have I'.m like 
if she had used nettles, the i)eas;;i!;;,' do- 
light .'—and rescued us from utter collapse 
just ill time by a douche <jf ice-cold water.

But we wero warned 
not to expose ourselves to cold for at 
least twenty-four hours, although we had 
often seen peasants, fresh from their 
b iili, birch besom in hand, in tho wintry 
streets of the twocapitala.

His Behavior on Board the Steamei 
— Afraid,of the 'Melbourne 



He Makes a -.GonfiBSSiQn to an Ac- 
qnaintano(8-T-Positive fiVldflnoe 
of His GuUt. 



The following intoreatiiig account of 
Dooming's behavior on board the !Mel 
bourne steamer and his arrival in that 
city, together with some evidence against 
him, ia taken from a lato issue of the 
London, Eng., Telegraph : 

Mkliiouk.ve, April 1. — Dooming was 
safely landed hero this morning and 
lodged in prison. Having joined tho 
Ballaarat at Adelaide and remained on 
board during the rest of tho voyage I am 
able to give the following particulars as 
to tho prisoner's bearing and bch.i'.vior. 

He seemed greatly relieved when th 
sightseers who visited the vessel in Lurg 
liay had gone ashore. The last to leave 
was a more than ordinarily iiuiuiaiti 
elderly lady, and Dooming, wlio had 
shown an especial aversion to boin_ 
stared at by women, was so enraged at 
her porsistonco in returning to tako 
liual look at hiiii that he dashed in her 
face a tuinblerfiil of whiskey and wiiter 
with which he had been supplied. After 
tho steamer started ho became much less 
irritable, and gradually recovered his 
composuto. At toa-timo he again com- 
plained of tho annoyance to which ho 
had been subjected by tho crowd of vis 
itora, and sent an invitation to Mr 
Ilirachfeldt, who identified him at Perth, 
to come and sit with him. When that 
gentleman entered tho cabin, the pri- 
soner proposed that th^y should have 
game of "Nap," and after they had 
played for some time ho ajjpoarod more 
contented and cheerful than he had done 
during any previous period of the voyage. 
His guards removed the handcuffs from 
his wrists, but never ceased to watch him 
narrowly, while tho door of tho cabin was 
kept locked. At intervala of tho game 
the prisoner expressed anxiety that he 
might be taken ashore as quietly as pos 
sible when Meloourne was reached, thus 
showing that he dreaded having to 
run tho gauntlet of the crowd. He con- 
tinued to play cards with Mr. Hirschfeldt 
till a lato hour, and on retiring to rest 
slept soundly, having apparently shaken 
off' tho nervouauessfrom which he suffered 
so much during tho earlier stages of the 
voyage. 

Oil waking yesterday morning Deem 
ing ato a hearty breakfast, but again ex 

hibited snmo apprehension astohiarecop 
tion at Melbourne. Ho oxproasod a hops 
that it would bo dark when ho landed, 
and, on being informed that, on tho con 
trary, it would bo broad daylight, Ik 
could not conceal his disa|)pointment. 
Since his arrest tho accused has certainly 
lost Hosh, and his face has grown so much 
thinner as to couaiderabiy alter his ap- 
pearance. 

The weather wns rather rough, but 
Dooming, who seems to bo an excellent 
sailor, was ipiito comfortable. He spe 
the greater part of tho day in roadin 
At mealtime his food was taken to his 
cabin bj' his steward, who cut up the 
meat beforehand, as it waa not conaidered 
prudent to trust the prisoner with a knif 
in his hands. Care was also taken to 
guard against the iiossibility of his 
snatching a knife from any of his watch 
crs. Deeming, however, has shown ni 
desire to commit suicide. Ho .ate ; 
hearty supper, and again played "N.a|)' 
with Mr. Hirschfeldt, amokint; coiitiiiu 
oualy, and occasionally humming the re 
fraiii of a miner's ditty, called "Hi 
stayed the old dead horso." His watch- 
ers did not allow themselves to be thrown 
(jir their guard by these tokens of a docile 
mood, and the vigilanco of his surveil- 
lance was ill no way relaxed. At half- 
past eleven Deeming undressed and went 
to slee[), having previously extracted 
from (Jawsey a pledge that ho should bo 
8upj)lied with a "nobbier" of brandy 
just before the critical moment of land- 
ing. Uo also remarked, before turning 
in for the night, that hr very much ob- 
jected to being handcuU'ed, and that he 
wished the man who made his handcuff's 
had lo wear them. Though tho weather 
was still heavy, and tho ship rolled a 
great deal, the prisoner slcp>t soundly. 
Two watchers remahied in his cabin, and 
the electric light was kept burning all 
night. 

At aix o'clock this morning the pilot 
camo on board, ;uid an luuir later Deem- 
ing got up and dressed, lio was very 
nervous, and said ho hoped that ho would 
not bo taken to the pier where the Ballaa- 
rat is uaually berthed. His handcuffs 
wore taken off to enable him to dross, 
which he did with the utmost care. Ho 
put on a pair of gold-rim mud spectacles 
which he had in his possession when ar- 
rested, and which he had insisted upon 
keeping, protesting that he could hardly 
seo witliout them. When ho had com- 
pleted hia toilet he lighted a cigar, which 
seemed to soothe him. Ho agnin spoke 
of Miss Uoimusevell, and said ho should 
very inucli lilce to see her, if only for a 
minute, ;ih he wished to ask her a ques- 
tion, adding that if she would only 
answer it he woulil be (luitu liap|)j'. It 
was suggested that ho might communicate 
with her by writing, but he replied, "No, 
1 want to speak to her in private." 

The liallaarat was now rapidly ap- 
proaching W'illiamstown. , In accordance 
with his promise, Cawsoy brought tho 
prisimor a liberal "nobbier" of lirandy, 
which ho drank. It was evidently .jiily 
by a strong off'ort that he was able to 
m.aintain his self-control. Ho expressed 
a dosiro to say good-bye to tho captain, 
and wjien informed that the steamer 
'Liidy Loch was approachiiig to tako him 
off tho vessel he turned pale and betrayed 
increasing nervousness, stamineriug out 
a iiu.nber of half-incoherent questions as 
to how many passengers thoru woro on 
deck', whether there was a crowd await- 
ing his arrival on shore, and whoro he 
waa to bo landed. 
Tho Lady Loch approached to within 



half a mile of the Ballaarat. A Custoina 
launch, containing Detectives Considino 
and Chriatie, then left the Lady Loch, 
and came alongside the !Ballaarat on tho 
port aide. There was liiimediatoly a rush 
on the part of the paasengera to that aido 
'of the ship, but a passage was kept clear 
for the detectives, who hurried to the 
cabin in which Deeming was confined, 
and in a few momoiits later reappeared 
with tho prisoner between them. Not a 
moment was lost in transferring the ac- 
cused to the other steamer. He waa 
hurried acroaa the deck to the gangway, 
and unceremoniously puahed on board 
the launch. He was smoking a cigar, and 
endeavored to assumo a half jocular 
manner, roiiiarkiiig that ho was quite 
able to walk down the gangway without 
assistance. Tho detectives, however, 
never relaxed their hold of him. Thoy 
almost ran him down the gangway into 
the launch, and tho moment ho was on 
board the gangway was drawn up, no 
other person being al.owed to disembark. 
The launch immediately returned to the 
Lady Loch, and was towed by that 
stetuner to St. Kilda Pier, wliero the 
prisoner was landed. Tho Ballaarat 
meanwhile wont on to Melbourne Pier, 
whore a crowd numbering sovor.d thous- 
and persons had assembled. Ureat dis- 
appointment waa expreased when it was 
found that by thia manceuvre the public 
curiosity had boon baulked. 

Notwithstanding tho secrecy witli 
v.'hich these arratigumenta_ had been 
carried out by tho police, a crowd of 
about a hundred persons had aasem- 
blod on St. Kilda Pier, and when Deem- 
ing landed ho was hooted and loudly 
abused by the spectators. The police 
were somewhat hustled, but no dia 
turbanco occurred. The prisoner was 
rushed up to a wagonette, which waa 
waiting at the end of the jjior, and wns 
at once driven off towarda' the city, from 
which St. Kilda is about four miles 
distant. 

Tho grisoner, when brought; before the 
Buperinteudent and asked his name, 
refused to answer. Hia name was ac- 
cordingly entered in thu charge book as 
"Albert Williams, alias Baron Swan- 
stun." Dooming was next asked whether 
he wished to make any atatonient. Ho 
replied that ho declined to answer oven 
formal questions without the advice of 
his solicitor. He wa-i then convoyed 
from tho watchhouae to the city court, 
where a scene of great excitement oc- 
curred. In apito of tho efforts of the 
police to get these preliminary proceed- 
ings over quietly, the building was 
packed, and all its approaches woro be- 
aieged by an excited crowd. Even the 
Bench shared the popular interest in the 
case. Fourteen justices of the peace 
were present in addition to the police 
magistrate, Mr. Panton, before whom tho 
prisoner was brought. It was eleven 
o'clock when Deeming was led into the 
court by Detective Cawaey, who did not 
reliiuiuish his grasj) of him until he had 
boon placed in tho duck. 

While the charge waa being read, 
Deeming gazed around tho court with 
apjiarent unconcern. Ho waa neatly 
dressed in a light suit, but looked pale 
and careworn. His u])por lip had not 
boon shaved since ho left Adelaide, and 
his moustache had therefore begun to 
reappear; but the audience v.'as far from 
favorably impressed by hia cold, cruel, 
sensual mouth and heavy under jaw. 
The evidence led was purely formal. 

Detective Considiiie deposed that he 
identified tho i)risoiier as Albert 
Williams, with numerous aliases, and 
stated that ■ he had been arrested at 
Southern Croas, on the charge of mur- 
dering his wife, Emily Williams, on or 
about Dec. 2-1. lie asked for a further 
remand, in order that tho prisoner might 
be present at the iii(|uest, which will be 
resumed on 'J'hursday next, not on Fri- 
day as originally proposed. 

While this ovidenco was being given. 
Deeming smiled feebly at tho Bench, and 
when asked whether he had anything to 
urge as a reason why tho remand should 
not bo granted, ho simidy answered, 
"No." 

The application was granted according- 
ly, and the inagistratea gavo directions 
that the accused sli juld bo strictly 
guarded in prison ponding the inquest. 
'I'heso proceedings occupied oiAy a few 
minutes. At their conclusion Deeming 
was removed to tne gaol, which com- 
municates with tho court by a siibwaj'. 

After his incarceration Deeming was 
visited in his cell by numerous official 
personages, including the Hon. Allen 
M'Lean, Chief Secretary and Minister of 
Laiid8,a nd tho Hon. T. R. Wilson, Un- 
der-Secrotary. The prisoner appeared 
greatly annoyed by these visits, which he 
resented as .an intrusion. He Hew into a 
violent passion and walked up and d(jwn 
hia cell in a stato of gre.it excitement. 
Tho arrival of Mr. M. Marshall Lyle, his 
solicitor, in no way diniii)ished his agita- 
tion. " What fresh intruder is thia 'I" he 
demanded. Jn reply Mr. Lyle explained 
who ho was, and produced a bundle of 
papers relating to tho case. Tha prisoner, 
however, refused to look at tlie docu- 
ments, and burst into n violent tirade 
against the authorities for having taken 
his spectacles from him, and refusing to 
roturn thorn. Ho also roundly abused 
the prison officials for having stationed a 
warder in his coll, and declared that he 
would not on any account touch tho jiria- 
1111 fare. An attempt was made to pacify 
lim by suggesting that ho might, if ho 
desired, have his meala sent in from a 
neighboring restaurant, but ho absolutely 
declined to listen to reason, and contin- 
ued to behave in a highly excitable man- 
ner. Mr. Lyle endeavored in vain to in- 
duce him to enter into conversation, 
though the warder retired into the fur- 
thermost corner of tho cell. Tho solicitor 
w.-is consequently obliged to po.stpoiie tho 
discussion of the prisoner's all'airs with 
lim until ho bocoiiios more reasonable. 
With regard to tho question of tho spec- 
tacles, the police point out that iiothiug 
would bo easier for the accused to break 
and svi-allow the glass, or to use it to 
open an artery, and so defeat tho ends of 
justice. 

Tho Standard, an evening paper pub- 
lished hero, apeaks in\ very favorable 
terms of Doomiiig'a conouct during tho 
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voyage from Albany, declaring that he 
proved hiinaelf a really good fellow, and 
was never impudent or saucy to any one, 
though ho once had a tit of despondency. 
Tho journal also refers to his asking to 
see Mr. Ilirschfoldt, as ho wished tohavo 
I chat with him, and adds that tho two 
remained together for some time. While 
not divulging the erect nature of tho iii- 
torviow, Mr. Hira chfeldt, aays the writ- 
er, declaroa that '* Williams" made to 
him a communication which is in tho na- 
ture of a confeasion such as would by itself 
be sufliciunt to convict him of tho Wind- 
sor murder. The prisoner, Mr. Hirsch- 
feldt is reported to have added, discussed 
that crime at great length, and repeated- 
ly asked such questions as " Come, now, 
how did she look ?" — meaning how did 
tho body look when it was taken out of 
tho cement under the fireplace. Ho 
talked with the air of a man who regard- 
ed his ))osition as hopeless, and who no 
longer eared what ho revealed, but was 
only anxious to mako his statement pub- 
lic at tho proper time. It is further re- 
ported that the man who previously oc- 
cupied Dooming's berth on board the Bal- 
laarat died of consumption on tho voyage 
between Perth and Albany, and was bur- 
ied at sea. The prison jr when infotnied 
of the fact, shuddered slightly, but mere- 
ly remarked that this was not very 
pleasant, 

Mr. r.rHail, an owner of property in 
this city, has come forward and made tho 
following statement. A week before 
Christmas, ho says, a lady, who had a 
gentle and refined manner, applied to 
hiin lor a furnished cottage, which she 
proposed to occupy. She explained that 
she waa unable to give any referencea, as 
she had only arrived from England in tho 
Kaiser Wilhelm 11, a few days before, 
and was a perfect stranger in tho colony. 
Since her arrival she had quarrelled with 
hor husband, and had determined to re 
turn to England, but she wiahed to take 
advantage of the opportunity to aee Mel- 
bourne, as she had aaved enough money 
to make n abort stay, and p^y hor passage 
home. Being vory favorable impressed 
with tho woman's manner and appearance, 
Jlr. JI'Mail agreed to disijoso with rofe^ 
r. nces, and expressed his willingness to 
let tho cottage. Tho lady left, promising 
to write to him deiiuitely in a day or two; 
but this she failed to do'j and shortly after 
Jlr. M'Hail met her walking; alone, and 
looking vory downcast, in Swanston-street 
tho street in which tho gaol is situated, 
and from whieli, no doubt, the ])risoner 
took hia lasi, alias. ' Mr. M'Hail stopped 
her, and inquired whether she had decid- 
ed to tako the house. She replied in the 
affirmative ; but while they were cnnver 
sing, a man, wearing an angry scowl, ap- 
proached and beckoned to the lady, who 
started nervously and went away with 
him. 

Jlr. M'Hail was so struck with thia in- 
cident that ho took particular notice of 
now comer, and observed especially that 
ho had very cruel looking eyes. When 
shown Dooming's portrait he at once de- 
clared that he had no difficulty in identi- 
fying it as' that of the man in questiun. 
Tho description of the lady which ho has 
furnished to the police also corresponds 
with that of i\Ir3. Williams. Mr. IM'Hail 
never saw hor again, but ho saw the man 
on two aubsei|uent occasions — once alone 
and once walking with a tall woman. 

The Sydney Immigration Department 
has made the following report to the 
Chief Secretary : 

" Mario Deeming, twenty-eight years 
of age, housekeeper, arrived at Sydney, 
on board the Samuel Plimsoll, on July 1, 
1882. Tho application for the passage 
was made on .Jan. 17, 1882, and was 
signed ' Frederick Deeming, 141 Castle 
reage-atreet, Sydney.' The applicant 
paid a deposit of £5, described himself as 
a gasfitter, appeared hearty and strong, 
and stated that he was working for Thom- 
as Tuck, receiving a wage of DOs per 
week. The name of Albert Deeming was 
given as a reference." 

The prisoner's luggage, which consists 
of ten boxes, has been brought ashore 
and taken to the Criminal Investigation 
Department. A knife among the effects, 
which was formerly described as a dissec- 
ting knife, turns out only to bo a silver- 
bladed fruit knife.

Mr. Jamos L. Purves, Q.C., or TJi'. W. 
P. Forlonge, barrister, will bo entrusted 
with the prisoner's brief, and that tho de- 
fonoo will bo a plea of insanity,
